A NATIVE gentleman of considerable influence in Egypt* and of great intelligence, 
whom I have long known, called on mo to express his views as to the policy which he 
considered pointed out by the Anglo-Turkish Convention. 

He had heard that Mem kb tar Pasha intended to devote much of bis attention to 
the organisation of the Egyptian army. This point affected capitally the future of the 
ream try, and he was very amrious that I should bo fully posseted of the views held 
by his friends on the question. 

He did not deny that the Egyptian army had made great strides under the 
English officers latterly charged with its discipline and organization. The recent 
successes, however, should not be misleading. Egyptian soldiers, fellaheen and others, 
would follow good leaders, but they were incapable of standing alone. Behind 
m lx end hm e nts, and mixed with a foreign clem out, they might do good work; but 
without this admixture they could not be available as an independent force. IS left 
alone to defend the country, they would join with the invaders or disperse to their own 
homes, and they could not for a moment be relied upon to resist movements such as 
that of Arabi, or to withstand Mabdiism in case it were propagated in Egypt, and 
there was no foreign Power to protect the country. Of this tic bad no doubt. The 
question that would now arise was whether the Egyptian army should bn officered by 
Eiiidishmen or Turks, He was strongly in favour of tho former, English officers, bad 
rendered themselves popular, both with the soldiery and, tho people, and he brought 
forward many fnntiinrra of their popularity with all clns^cs. Though sometimes bard, 
they were almost invariably just, and did not expose themselves to any imputation of 
corruption. 

He was satisfied that an infusion of the Turkish dement would be diiugorous- 
The Arabs did not like Turkish officers or officials, and the experience of these bad 
not been advantageous. H&therefore trusted we should not eaaction the appointment 
of a Turkish Minister of War or Birdnr, or any introduction on a large scale of Turkish 
officers, The influence of English officers bad produced in the Egyptian army a high 
Elate of efficiency, and he hoped nothing would ha done to remove their influence. 

He then went on to explain his views os to the general policy to be adopted. He 
understood that the British Government could not avowedly proclaim a policy of 
annexation or protectorate. But looking to the great stake held by England hi 
Egypt, he trusted that it would he utilized for the future of the country. The 
Convention had acknowledged the predominant position of England, and had 
prescribed no period for terminating it. The policy of England was, to use an Italian 

C ‘ so, to 14 limr wnati.” Already the country and the people were being tranquil* 
by its influence, and foreign Powers, while criticizing out stay hero and our 
administration, were gradually aimwing their acquiescence in their continuance. 

Tho policy of H&r Mryesty’s Govcminant should be one of delay and prolongation 
nutU both Egypt and foreign Powers should become tacitly accustomed to the 
presence and predominance of British power in Egypt. Tho time was act distant 
when an outbreak would occur in the Balkan Peninsula. Russia and Austria, he 
thought, would soon bo at war, and if Germany were with England, France would he 
constrained to consent to the permanency of our influence here, 

Tho withdrawal of our forces from Egypt would he tho signal for international 
intervention* This would end in a French occupation t and, us a lover of his country 
and .i student of polities, he could consider nothing as equally dJflOHtroua. 

For the sake of his country and for that of England, to which ho bad always been 


attached, ho trusted that tho conferences with the Turkish High Commissioner would 
ho prolonged until ofchw circumstances would render inevitable the continuance of 
English influence in Egypt, amt cause ii to he permanently recognized, 

71 lie considered England should do something for the finances of i .gypt ^ Hitherto 
the latter country had received more harm than good from British intervention. The 
guarantee of a portion of the debt could be given without incurring any pecuniary 
Ssk. and once the finances of Egypt in a safe condition, the claims of intertkationolism 
would loll to the ground*

Tho 
Egyptians, who have quick critical perceptions, have singled out this passage for their 
comments, and they fur titer complain tlial he has shown tl certain arrogance In Ms 
reception of the principal native gentlemen. Hut tho alarm has boon caused by other 
uirmunstanctsi. . t 

All tho preparations mode by his Excellency indicate the intention of a prolonged 
stay. It is known that ho has subscribed to newspapers for a year* and* on the visit

I therefore dr> not attach much importance, to 
stories of intrigues which, are m constant circulation, No doubt the intrigues sue 
initiated through ignorance or imperfect acquaintance with realities, hut they die of

As I think 1 have already informed your Lordship, the present War Minister is 
completely a cypher. The whole administration of the Wav Office has been practically 
absorbed in that of the Sirdar, ami this has given rise to considerable jealousy among 
TjAtive Egyptians. 

Mouth tor Pasha hm expreaaed to my self and to Kubar Pasha the wish of 
Concluding as quickly os possible the labours of the Commission But it may be that 
he contemplates as one of the results, of his labours the creation of u powerful 
Minister of War and the occupation of that office by himself, 

I need hardly point out to your lordship (hat this would he a somewhat 
formidable proceeding. The appointment of a foremost Turkish Marshal as Minister 
of Wats accompanied probably by other Turkish officers, would possibly lead to (lie 
absorption of Egypt by a Turkish Administration, and [lent a heavy blow to the 
independence of the country. These views are certainly fostered by a portion of the 
Mussulman press. I do not know how far projects- of this kind may he entertained hy 
MoukMar Pasha, or by the Turkish Government; but they are undoubtedly dangers to 


be foreseen. 

The co-operation or collaboration of Turkey in the restoration of Egj pt ih much to 
j M ; desired; but the surrender of Egypt to Turkish rule must be firmly, ay it can, I 
beliave, be successfully, not to say easily, resisted*

He had had good experi¬ 
ence in Yemen of Mabel is* and had cut on tbs heads of several, which liar] at once destroyed 
their growing influence. But Mahdiism" in die Soudan had attained lou great dimensions 
to be dealt with easily. ITc considered that the religious Feelings of the Soudanese wore &o 
great, that it would be hopeless to expect them to be appeased ao tang ns they had only 
Christian troo|>s or negotiators to deal with, even if they were accompanied by Mussulmans. 
The very presence of the Christiana added to their fanaticism. Their hope was to drive us 
out of Egypt* and though there were many of the inhabitants peaceably disposed, the 
antagonism of the tribes to persons not of their religion rendered ijt impossible for the 
peaceable Lo contend with tho warlike. Tins was the reason why the Sultan could not send 
troop. Msthdiism was war waged dgatast his Caliphate* and Ida appearance in alliance 
with non-Mussulmans (his Excellency always used Lius phrase) would intensify their 
fanaticism* and bo alleged as n proof of the truth of M&hdiist preaching. 

!( n Mussulman force or Mussulman negoiiaiorHi alone could he employed, and the 
Mahdiists were persuaded that we intended ultimately to evacuate Egypt, the peaceably 
inclined would join with the Mussulman force to restore order in the country. 

He therefore considered that on Egyptian force should advance alone in the Soudan* 
unaccompanied by any English troops, who w r ould take up positions where it was 
considered advisable. He had not yet quite made up his mind whether it would ho well 
to begin by negotiation or not; but he would see mo again shortly* and wished to discuss 
the matter with the Khedive and my self, 

1 suggested that it. would be advisable to sosid Abd-el-Kader to the Soudati, and ho 
seemed partly to agree with me.

My Lord, Cairo, January 0,1880. 

TO-DAY, in pursuance of an invitation from His Iligluaesy Mm Khedive* 1 had 
the honour of an interview with His Highness and liis Eiedlcuoy Moukhtcr Pasha, 
witli the object of discusahig the best means of carrying out the provisions of the 
Convention of the 24tb October, 1886. We were quite alone. 

His Highness the Khedive began the proceedings by rending through the Con¬ 
vention aloud. After thin the Turkish High Commissioner said he would call our 
attention to Article II, via,, tho Dinara of pacifying the Soudan, lie said that his 
dew ft and those of the Khedive were to be currently communicated to me, and that I 
should have to take pari in their execution, and that he had not ye* had the time to 
confer filth His Highness as to the proposals to be made to me. 

Ab T hftd gathered from many of the observations of hh Excellency, both to 
my self mid others, that he bad views os to military operations to lie undertaken in the 
Boudau, 1 Interposed by calling attention to the wording of the Article.

He had pointed, out to t!ic Ghari that tbe evaeuatijpen of Egypt by 
Her Majesty's troop would lead to disorders which would cud in a French occupation, 
and that this would entail great evils on Egypt, as England could never alW.sfl 
important a pint on the road to India to remain in the possession of Franca. 

He pointed out to the Gluon that England hail always remained where she 
coiutidered it necessary to establish herself on the road to India. She had taken 
Malta, bad engaged by Treaty to give it up, but still Malta remained in her possession. 

Moukhtoi- Pasha inquire*! whether Nuhar Pasha thought n state of tilings could 
ever be established whereby Egypt could be left to walk alone. This Nubs? Pasha 
much doubted. If England left Egypt, mid. Turkey were, not ready to send an army 
to protect the country, the anarchy would !>e w greet, that Europe would interfere, 
and that the occupation of Egypt would be forced on France notwitlistanding any 
pledges to the contrary she may have given. 

The Glrni seemed much struck by this reasoning, and concluded the conversation 
by saying that Turkey whs not ready to lake any step in the mutter herself, and Hint 
in any future amnigements England must always have a preponderance in Egypt-

ItEEElUtlN0 to the conversation I bad with your Excellency to-day, 1 venture 
to trouble you with el few linca on the general subject of the Egyptian army; it is a 
question of real importance at the present- time, 

If the Egyptian army is of dependable material and an efficient fighting machine* 
and if it ih ccuiposed of officers and men equal to the English, many difficult questiona 
in the present and in the future are at once solved, 

I have received many details regarding the Info fighting on the frontier, and 
although I, in common with oil the English officers of the Egyptian tinny, Lave held 
it proved by tho good behaviour of the Egyptian cavalry at Suafdn, the battory of 
Egyptian Artillery at Abu Klea, and Egyptian CaimeL Corps and battory at Kirbukroi, 
that our men would fight, and fight wall, on tho defensive, I confess my self taken 
aback by the dash and htstc for fighting shown by our men at the Fictions of Magmket 
anil Gu in toss. 

I attach ftn extract from a private letter from tho Military Secretary to Major- 
Gen era l GrenfaJl, and also a Report from an offknr who cnmmuiulud the detachment of 
tho 3rd. Battalion Egyptian array who charged tho dervishes at Gulimiss in tho 
open, unsupported by English troops, and drove rt superior number back with tho 
bayonet, 

The Report is written by tho officer who commanded tho same battalion at the 
defence of Magmkut, winch (your Excellency will remember) was held on the 
12th December, 1885, by 3QO Egyptian soldiers against, over A,000 of the enemy. The 
telegraphic reports of this action were meagre, and read as if this was a merely 
defensive action behind an ictranahment; thE, however, was not tho case. On the 
appearance of the enemy, Major Eosant nailed for volnuteem to go out to moot him, and 
Ina whole foreo, officers and mom stepped out of tho ranks, He selected a certain 
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proportion with which he advanced to meet the enoray and hotly engaged Wiffi 
arauunlly retiring before his superior numbers until he regained the fort, 

There boa been an effort on the part of a portion of the English press to ancouii 
for the good behaviour of our men by stating that those who mu clisUnguis te* 
themselves are black troops. This is, however, a miacQiiceptton; at Market M 
were engaged, nnd at Gu inni asj out of tho whole force oi ibc Egyptian troops cnga^ 1 , 
only 150 men wore blacks. 

* One of the most satisfactory results of the late fighting is the proof that the care

The number to which \m Excellency proposes to raise it is about 16*600, a 
number the expense of which be considers can be defrayed by the amount ljonio oa 
the present budget for the army, in addition to the sum now appropriated for the 
Army <of Occupation - He does not propose to do away at present with tho existing 
wnstitutioii of the gendarmerie* though he thinks lator it can be greatly reduced. He 
desires, however, to maintain it at present, so as to keep order in the omintry, while a 
great portion of the new Egyptian surmy should proceed to the frontier, and, if necessary, 
advance to Dougola. 

He considers that with the formation of the army and tho main tfinance of tho 
geadannfirio the British force in the country may be greatly reduced, At the bmuo 
time* he desires to see British troops remain in the country to guard the frontier and. to 
uii.isL in maintaining order while the Egyptian troops are serving so the 8 undid. 

i pointed out to kfjy Excellency that the cost of the number he proposes for the 
army would exceed the two sums he designated for the purpose; tVso amount 
together to 330,000/, Taking the uont of tin* Egyptian army all round at 30f. per man, 
the expense of Ilia number would amount to ±03,0001. 

.t His Excellency was of opinion that my estimate of the cost was too high* sand that 
ii could he greatly reduced. By taking officers from those now pensioned a con¬ 
siderable saving might bo effected on tho pension list, which might also be utilized, 
He Eh strongly of opinion that no pence can bo achieved without an advance, and 
money muAt, aoumhovr or other, ho found t(s enable this to be done. 


1 am about to examine the Table spven me by Iris Excellency with Colonel Parr, 
mail I hope to bo able to forward it to your Lordship by the mmt mail as this 
despatch. 

Hi* Excsdteney Mcmkhtor Pasha suggested that application should be made to 
the Sultan, if necessary, for some Turkish officers. The Khedive did not cordially 
support tlii» idea; but while advocating the employ incut of Egyptian officers, lie 
aeltnowiedgcii that they were quite useless with black troops. 

A large admixture of black troops is, however, indispensable, if the Egyptian eutuv 
is to be made 1 effective. It has been the habit for some time to run, down the-Egyptian 
soldiers, and tiffs prejudice I have endeavoured to combat* owing to the information I 
have received from the British officers serving with them. Their recent conduct has 
much raised the gonen.i estimate of their capabilities; but it would be dangcroug to 
go to the other extreme. 

The Egyptian so!dims have some great qualities—they arc patient, clieoriuL and 
laborious, and they tight well behind intrenchments; but, gene rally speaking* they 
are not so efficient in tho open. Without any undue appreciation of their qualities, it 
may fairly lie said that the gallantry they recently displayed is due to their association 
with British and black troops, and to their being led liy the British officers, to whom, 
as I have in a former despatch explained to your Lordship, they have become attached, 
But they have those defects,: they cannot bo left alone* they can not furnish efficient 
officers, higher than tho rank of Captain, and they cannot officer black troops at all. 

Having discussed with His Highness the Khedive and 'Moukhtar 1'aalm in a 
general manner the proposals before ua, I said that I must refer them to Her Majesty's 
Government, after taking the opinion of the military authorities here,

My Lord, Cctir&* January 20, 1880, 

l YESTERDAY called on Moukhtar Pasha and hud a long and confidential 
con vernation with his Excellency. 

Ho said that ho thought U would be well to engage some Turkish officers for the 
Egyptian army, 

1 told tala Excellency that I bad made this proposal at Constantinople, but tliat the 
Sultan had refused to hind himself to any measure of the kind. At the same time I 
had been informed privately by His Imperial Majesty and the Grand Yirier Unit Bis 
Imperial Majesty would not refuse any reasonable assistance if qOnrdderod desirable by 
tho Khedive and the CdmuuHsicmers. 

IIis EichBency was of the same opinion, and said that if lie smd ] both proposed it 
ho thought the Sul tun would consent to sand some offiodra. 

I then told his Excellency frankly that 1 must consider the positiuu of the British 
officers now empLoyed in the Egyptian army. Without going over the past* it wits 
evident that certain duties had been entailed on England by e ho force of circunistiuicefl. 
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Tbe&e officers liml tinker* ineat pains with their men. They had learnt Arabic, and, svhnfc 
was more, they M obtained the confidence and cvtm the affection of the troops soaring 
under them* Both on account of the officers themselves and of the troops, it would not 
be wise or expedient to endeavour to do away abruptly with the. good work that hod 
been sccompiiBlied, and 1 did not conceive that Her Majesty's Government would 
consent to any such measure. 

Hte Excellency said that he dirl not contemplate anything of the kind. On the 
contrary, he should bo glad il the English officers remained. 

His Excellency then reminded me of the coldness with which the Khedive had 
received the proposal of the importation of Turkish officers, and asked ms if I could 
explain it. X told his Excellency that I know the Khedive had heard rumoura of the 
unfriendly disposition which existed at Constantinople against the family of Mohammed 
Ali. and that probably lie feared that any increase of Turkish power in Egypt might he 
injurious to himself* 

Hui Excellency replied that no doubt time jealousy did exist, as many of the family 
were worthless, hut it did not osist against the Khedive himself or his immediate 
relatives. There was a very strong dislike to the late Khedive, but his Excellency'» 
instruction* and his wish were to support the Khedive Towfik and maintain his 
authority, I said that these had also been niy inetmctioiiR* and that 1 hoped the 
presence of the two High Commissioners would strengthen the position of His 
Highness, 

Mouklth l' Tosha then spoke oE the desire of lib Government to maintain the most 
amicable relnF ms with England, and he hoped that, when the time arrived for the final 
Convention, means would be found to prevent the possibility of the intervention of any 
other foreign Powers in Egypt 

After knowing hb Excellency hotter I have been led to form a high opinion of 
him. He b very frank and loyal, and speaks out his mind without ambiguity. Ho 
has the vanity not unnatural in a man who is to a great extent self-made, and who has 
achieved a very great, reputation. But he is dear and straightforward in bb action 
and speech, and shows great intelligence on matters uot of n military character, 

l think liis residence here h&a done good, as I understood he has endeavoured to 
soften the fanaticbm of Mussulman feeling against England. It ia difficult for me, of 
course, to form a close estimate of the result of hb notion; hut I am told on good 
authority that it hits lieon bencffoial, an cl that, while Mussulmans still feel a not 
unnatural disinclination to a foreign oocupELtfan.. the hostile feeling against England is 
sensibly diminished. 

When tfarvbh Pasha was here ho was aooompamod by emissaries from Constanti¬ 
nople, who carried on separate negotiations* Mouklitar Pasha's staff are, I cun told, of 
his own selection. IIis principal Aide-de-camp is hb own son-in-law, and his first 
Secretary was with him in Yemen. I do not hear of any couffictiug currents in the 
action of his surroundings,

He further informed me that (he pecuniary position of the cx-Khedivo notwith¬ 
standing reports to the contrary, waa very critical, and that in sending to me Lhasa 
papers his Highness was actuated by the desire to avoid legal proceed in gs. 

I must say that M. Iav toon's language was very moderate and did net assume in 
any my the character of a threat, It was more iii the nature of an appeal to 
consideration, 

I nevertheless cannot, as at present advised, recommend that any notice ahnuld 
lie taken of the cx-Khedives demands. The difficulties of Egypt arc maudy owing to 
his extravagance. He draws a very lihural allowance from the country winch might 
be sufficient fQr kb expenditure. This is very largo, not only in consequence of t\U 
costly habits, but of his subsidising agents to advocate at different places hb 
pretensions to bo restored to power in Egypt. 

Here, no doubt, he \m a certain party in kb favour, consisting mainly of ilmse 
whom ho enriched at the expense of hia people. But I do not think tlito party in any 
way formidable, and it will be well if his Highness Icarus to limit Ids desires to hto 
means. 

Month tar Bftshn is vory much averse to the claims of the cx-Khedive, ami X do 
not think there is much ernfoa for alarm even if legal proceed ingy are undertaken.

Assuming, for the sake of argument, that Hot Majesty’s Government were to 
siwrifiee the 200 p 000 h allotted for the expenses of occupation* we should find a deficit 
of 268,212/, Yury little more can be taken from the Soudan million, and this deficit 
would have to be faced. 

At the iaist production of tbe scheme by Moukhfnr Pasha, T at onco pointed out 
tho difficulty of the expense, placing tny estimate sit 30/. per man. 

To this objection, as I have stated, Mouklitar Paslia rejoined that the present cost 
per man was much too high, and that he thought it could be reduced to 20 /. per head. 

I do not at present wish to content thin view J T but, taking it to ha correct, I think it 
would be very undesirable to carry it into execution. 

At the present moment, the Egyptian, army has reached a very considerable elate 
of efficiency- On parade the troops prase at what is called ft very smart appearance. 
At first this gate nee to sneers, ana it vm said that on the field of battle thia smart- 
ness w ould prove to bti specious, mid tho array useless. Tho prediction has not proved 
truth, and the troops, when put to the test, conducted themselves with considerable 
credit and to tho satisfaction of British officers, whether belonging to their own army 
or to tho British staffi- 

Moreover, the whole feeling of the peasantry has changed m to the military. On 
this subject I have more than once addressed your Lordship* and I need only refer to 
my despatch No. 33 of the iStli ultimo. It them fore appears to me vary inexpedient 
al tbo present moment to do anything which should lower the tone and* consequently, 
line efficiency of the Egyptian army. I. of course, cannot offer any opinion on the 
military considera tions .submitted by Colonel Farr; but Ms argument appear forcible, 
and I should hesitate to raeonvmciul that, at the present moment and with the 
Egyptian army face to face with the enemy, any attempt to break up and transform 
their present system should be made* 

There h ?\ Further consideration which would deter me from reaomme tiding tbe 
sudden reconstruction of the army on the basis of increased numbers and decreased 
individual cost. I believe it would lead to mutiny and marauding. If, by tho stroke 
of a pen, the soldiers were to find themselves reduced to inferior clothing, pay^ and 
rations, tho discontent would obviously bo very grant, and I can only see disastrous 
consequences, 

In my opinion, the firs# question to be settled is that of tho Soudan* It^over¬ 
whelms every other. It presses tsn tbe fi nances* it disturbs all minds, and it gives a 
purchase to* hostile criticism. Until some kind of pacification U carried out, it is 
almost iMpossiblc to consider seriously reforms which may at any moment be rendered 
futile by stomp movement of the Soudanese. 

Until some modus utoearfi is achieved with them* how will it be possible to 
Calculate the native forces necessary for Egypt or the financial sacrifices those forces 
may entail? 

To put aside this urgent embarrassment, it might be worth wbi'h to make an 
immediate effort and n pecuniary ^.orifice. On i-Hia account l have ventured to submit 
to i he accepted of Her Majesty 'h Government the adoption of a schema such m that 
put forward by the ox-VekU of 1 km go la.

My Lord, Cairo, February 5, 1886. 

MOIJTEHTAR PASHA proposed to me a few days ago that we should meet 
frequently of an evening to discuss quietly different points connected with cur Mission. 

In consequence I called lout night tin his Excellency, tmd remained with him more than 
t wo hours. 

The first point wo discussed was the course to be pursued with regard to varioun 
Petitions that have been presented to us r chiefiy relating to claims on the Government, 
and on these wo agreed to intervene as little ns possible, 

Moukhtar Pasha then called my attention to the in efficacy of the present institutions 
in establishing anything like a permanent legislation. All, be said, depended on the 
will and caprice of successive Ministers. To tills system he was opposed, 

lie was not in Favour of absolutism, but ho considered some plan should Ih* devised 
to prevent sny sudden disturbance or change of laws merely by thte arbitrary will of a 
Minister, 

In order the better to explain the views of the Turkish High Commissioner, [ venture 
to call your Lordship's attention to the Articles of the Organic Law, on which his 
Excellency's remarks were based. 

By Article 18 of the 4 th chapter, “ On Conseil Ldgia&tif," it is laid down art 

follows:— , 

“ Aucune Loi, aiicnti DSeret portent Iteglement d'Adioitdstmtion Publiq&c, tie sera

By this provision, therefore, ono Minister maty present a bw to the Legishitive 
Council j and, if rejected tfy that body, it can be promulgated by the Ministry after merely 
notifying to the Council the reasons of such decision, into which reasons the Council is 
not allowed to enter, 

A succeeding Ministry may by the same process modify or abrogate the law, aod 
thus there is no stability in the laws, and {ffliiaequetrttyao confidence in them throughout 
the country* His Excellency said, he had studied this question with great cure, and he 
was convinced some provision should he made to prevent taws being hastily or 
capriciously eniteled or revoked. 

When charged with the udmi nisi ration of Crete Ins Excellency bad found m 
axiatcnce it siiniwr slate tif tilings, and lie 3iad introduced tt system by which no bw 
could he passed without tiie approval of two.thinb of the Lcgisliuive Body and the 
sanction of the Sublime Porto, given after dispassionate deliberation.

T YESTERDAY we hold the adjourned meeting at Abilin, havtrg invited the atten¬ 
dee of AbiheUKader iWia. the Minister of War; of Yusumf Pasha* an Egyptian 
General ■ and of Colonel IVr Iky, the English Adjutant’Gen era l of the Egyptian army. 
The fUwuHAion turned principally on the formation of the army as suggested by 
ftlo ikhtar PfcaJia. Colonel Farr pointed nut that the present unit ot the Egyptian army 
\tiifi tins battalion, whereto the Turkish High Commissioner wished to make it a regiment 

of four battalions. . . . tit n* 

Moukhtnr Pnslm replied that he quite recognised the necessity ot making the 

Initial ion a complete body T lo Ive detached nt any moment ; but he considered the profient 
orguiihsation was too expensive. The b&ttaliu'i should he commanded, not by a Lieu- 
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tcuant-Coloiu;! and a Major, with it mounted Adjutant-Major, but by the Major and the 
Adjutant-Minor* there being one Colonel and one Lieutenant-Colonel for the whole 
regiment. Thin was the ease, he said, not onU in the Turkish army* hut in nil 
Continental armies j and it was much more economical He slid not object to the 
retention of English officers, but thought their numbers should he limited. 

As his Excellency hod made some errors in Ids calculations, L requested him to place 
in writing hi.s proposals and his reasons For making them* and this ho has promised to do, 
f inclose, meanwhile, a list of the English officers serving in the Egyptian army as apart 
from the gendarmeriCi 

In tile evening I called on his Excellency, and discussed Lite question with him 
confidentially, tie informed me that lie considered it ossenttal that the formation of the 
Egyptiftn army should lie made as nearly to possible to resemble that of the Turkish 
army. This, lie said, wus prescribed both by Treaty and Firmans. 

The following are the passages to which his Excellency evidently referred :— 

Article VI of the Separate Act annexed to the Convention of 1840 runs ns 
follows:— 

" The ^military and naval forces which maybe maintained by the Praha of Egypt 
und Acre* Forming purl of the forces of the Ottoman Empire, .shall be considered as 
maintained for the service of the State/ 1 

In the Firmans of the tat June* 18-I1. the subject is referred to thus:— 

" As the land mid sea forces of Egypt are raised for the service of my Sublime 
Porte/; &c. 

11 is- Excellency went on to say that he considered it of pressing necessity that the 
army should be formed at once* it! order to settle the question of the Soudan, Money 
must, bo foniid for the purpose, and he recommended several methods b} T which retreneh- 
Uienta could be made to provide l he funds. It is impossible for me* by this mail* to 
enter into the details* as the post is starting a day before it was anticipated, and I have 
im time to obtain or examine the necessary documents, 

1 suggested to his Excellency, aa on our last interview, that while t quite agreed 
with him that the Soudan question was paramount, l did not think we should be wise in 
undertaking a great scheme of reorganization til) after we had got rid of the pressing 
danger from without. There were some very complicated point* connected with tire 
general plan which could not be hastily dealt with. 

I considered, therefore* it would be wiser to meet the emergency in the first 
instance, leaving the more extended and perniflneat measure to be investigated and 
dealt with hereafter, In tins view hk Excellency seemed inclined to agree,

^^TEE Arab movement in the Soudan receives very conaidelfthlfi encouragement from 
certain influential people in Egypt, and from other outside sources. These are not 
difficult to trace, but, on the other band, are almost impossible to prevent without a very 
canuiderable system of espionage ami a large expenditure of secret-service money. Owing 
tu the Capitulation Acts, Sin,, the prohibition of the correspondence that in known to exist 
between Egypt and the Soudan would he ft matter requiring great delicacy and met, and 
would involve the arrest of many leading Pasbaa. 

The cause of the above may he considered to he. , 

! The haired of the English on the part of many Mabommedaua m Egypt, to whom 

our presence is moat distftjiEefiiL . , , 

■2 A desire to prove the incapacity of the present Khedive to withstand invasion 
iron the Soudan without our help, and thus render him even more unpopular with hm 

' 1 U Is, therefore, of importance to consider bow these hostile influences he moat 

rosily defeated. IF it was our intention to remain permanently in Egypt-, nothing would 


be easier than a settlement of the question; but an 1 presume it is the object of Her 
Majesty 1 *} Government to be able to withdraw British troops from the Egyptian frontier T 
the question must be considered from every point of view. 

With this object, [ venture to point out that the establishment of a purely 
Mabonunedan Government an a buffer bet ween Egypt nnd the Soudan would have the 
effect of reducing the ground for intrigue between Cairo nnd the Soudan, for the following 
reasons :— 

1. it would undoubtedly appear as an earnest on our part to re-establish Mahout- 
mcdftn rule without hindrance* 

2. Ahd-cUKader Pasha, from hie intimate knowledge both of Egypt and the Soudan., 
would have exceptional means of date cling and preventing any intrigue. 

A. Negotiations would be carried on through Mnhoininedan channels, and would thus 
be more acceptable Isom the religious point of view. 

tn my bumble opinion, the issue of Free tarnations ami letters addressed to a 
fanatical people, bearing the signatures of our Generals, does move to excite hostile 
feeling than to allay it i hut it may be presumed I bat if we remained in the background 
as mere advisers, and left the actual negotiation to pass through the Mussulman channel t 
ilur chances of success would be considerably greater. 

It should, however, be borne in mind that, before any negotiations are attempted, 
confidence in «ur intentions should be m-established. We have from time to time 
promised so much and done so little* that it is of paramount importance to show that our 
rent object h the re-establish men! of peace and good government in stidh a manner as 
mny be acceptable to the inhabitants* Offers of monopoly of dessert trade-routes and 
other like advantages could be inode to such tribes us the Abubdch, Hawawir, Sowarab, 
and Kabftbisb. The interest# and mil nance of such tn an as Hu satin Png ha Khalifa, the 
Chief of ihe AbaMchs, could he utilised, his reward being made conditional on his 
success. 

By judicious negotiation and libera] offers, such tribes ;w the Shukriyeli might bir 
brought to aid in restoring and maintaining order, and many important leaders in 
K or do fan amt Derfour could lie brought to recognise the advantages o! L a renewal of 
itiidc and commerce. 

In negotiating with the tribes, it is important not to lose sight of linguistic and 
national peculiarities. It was supposed by no Jess a judge than General Gordon, that the 
Arabs would never leave their own countriesbut this belief proved to be n false one, 
The great object, to be attained is the re.establishment of the power of the agricultural 
population as against the nomadic. The limit of the Nuba races is Ambigole, near 
iGuri. on the south, and Kor&fko on the north ; and in lixhtg a permanent frontier of 
Egypt, the present position is politically a false one. 

One other consideration in worthy of notice, namely, that the further the actual 
contact of the Soudanese i* renew,! from Egypt- proper the less ground the foreign 
community in Cairo has tin* apprehension. 

During the !n*t year considerable excitement and fear, groundless as it may have 
been, prevailed in Cairo, and the possibilities of u dervish advance by the desert were 
freely discussed, All these fears wmild be minimized by the removal further south of Lkc 
pngafble scene of action, and an earnestness on our part- to reestablish order on the 
frontier by popular mean* would he evident. 

E would riko point out that there are ft considerable number of people in Cairo who 
believe in the possibility nf the Nile being dammed, and the supply of water lessened 
from the south. An Egypt's very life is dependent on the Nile, any chance of this causes 
uneasiness. I do not believe in the pus&ibiliiy of such an undertaking m this would 
involve, but merely allude to It as an opinion held by no less an authority than Alid-eL 
Eider. 

The above arc a few additional points which \ Imve not mentioned in former 
Memoranda an the Soudan question, ana 1 venture to submit them with a view of giving 
add i Lion ft 1 evidence againat n sudden withdrawn! of troops before the organisation of a 
substitute has been completed, which shall be a security for Egypt and a means of 
reopening to commerce the vast rewitreft of the Soudan ami Cent nil Africa.

THE instructions contained in Lord Salisbury's despatch No. 81 of the 22nd 
December hist especially directed my opinion to three points: the frontier cliffioultiesj, 
the financial nnlnrrasamcnfe of the country, and lastly, "the hindrance which \s 
offered to all effective administration by the peculiar Internationa! obligations which 
Egypt has incurred/ f 

On the two first points I have more than once addressed Iter Majesty*g Govern* 
rncnlj and made suggtstionR which aic now under consideration. 

The third point deals with a hold so vast, and involving so many details of capital 
importance, that before approaching it I have found it indispensable to collect evidence 
from all available sources. 

Notwithstanding the readiness with which this evidence has been furnished, X feel 
that eiLiii now f can only lay before your Lordship a crude and superficial record of 
unique political problems and coin plications which in this country ore destructive of 
tho first principle* of order and good government, 

History of CapUuitiiiona, 

At the risk of tmveiling over ground already often explored, I must, in the first, 
instance, refer to the history of the Capitulations. 

Chi tills head I must express my obligations for the very valuable summary 
contain vd in two Report* by Mr, Van Dyck, which wore kid before the Senate cl the 
United States in 1881 and 1882, The date at w hich the earliest of those instruments 
k flxcil is a.u* 1150, and in certain collectione may be found the full teat of Capituk- 
tioiifc granted in 1173 by Sulodiu to the Pisan Eopnblie, 

In 1463 tho Republics of Genoa and "Venice concluded arrangements with ihc 
Sultan, and. these were succeeded at different dates by the grant of similar immunities

TakiuK the date of the Italian Treaties as in 1173, we find that the principle of 
these Capitulations was established more tlurn 700 years ago, and we have to 
reconcile institutions of this great antiquity with the requirements of easting 
civilimtion* 

To use the words of Mr. Y&u Dyck:— 

.■ Ia spirit and import the earlier Capitulations differ but little from the more recent 
ones. The former aw more detailed and diffuse in their wonting; the latter are mere 
concise aud better arranged. But they all accord the same privileges and toemp.

But the Crimean Wat produced a sudden 
revolution; not only did tli© great influx of foreigners to the East add to she-- calls on 
the Consular Court* but the very war Itself eutaM law-suits for eon tracts and other 
transactions involving large suttnt of money. The old and tough system of justice no 
longer sudiced. The sense of t he Capitulaticms was ©xpaiuhjd to mod ©m rcquirementa. 
Codes were drawn up; Qrdcra in Council u,iid Acta of i J ; ivlin nit. lit were passed) Jjj 
which the privileges conceded centurion before to mmaU insignificant groups of foreign 
traders and wumen Were utiliiod lor the creation of Courts with the solemnity, refino- 
mrmt. aud twlii^lities of European Tribunals; nnd appeals were established to the 
higher Courts of Lb© different countries represented in the East by their Consuls- 

The result was the creation nf large communities throughout the territories of the 
Sultan exempted from the ordinary obligations of denize™, and maintaining, as against 
not only the Sovereign Power* but against each other, a continuous and Jealous 

I 11 ! ypit fy. 

In Egypt the incoiivenienoe entailed by this order of tilings made itself more 
apparent than elsewhere. Its geogrripliica! position and commcreial activity have tong 
rendered it the residence of important foreign communities; and the trade of the 
country being condensed end. absorbed in the two towns ot Cairo and Alexandria, the 
jealousies are more manifest and acute from being more centralized. 

Origin of Mixed TvibutiQls* 

The following prominent points have been given me a* those which cauaed the 
creation of I he International Tribunals. 

Before their creation there existed in Egypt seventeen Consulates, each exercising 
a jurisdiction over those of their own nation, and these naturally gave rise to frejjpieut 
conflicts of competency and a permanent confusion and disorder. The rule for deciding 
competency in civil and commercial matters was that the defendant should be justi¬ 
ciable by his own Tribunal, that is to say, the native by the Native Tribunal, Lhc 
foreigner by the Consul. Each Tribunal applied a different legislation and decided by 
its own special procedure, 

4 flrst consequence pf this system was that at the time of entering into a contract, 
the contracting parties did not know before whom they could plead, nor by what 
system of jurisprudence or procedure they would be judged il they wore compelled to 
appeal to taw ns the consequence of their contracts. In short, there was no security 
tor the rights of contracting parties, and justice had become for them a matter of 
chance,as the jurisdiction to decide between them varied according os to whether they 
wore plaintiff or defendant. Moreover, when u plaintiff had to call in the law as 
ugninst several adversaries of different nationalities, be was obliged to commence 
several actions. These often ended in contradictory Judgments, even though the 
obligation undertaken bad been joint mid undivided. The same difficulty occurred in 
the asm of guarantees, a defendant net being able to enforce a guarantee when the 
guarantor was not of the same nationality. The vicicusncHs of the system was 
cleavlv evident in almost every eominoretal affair; in bills of exchange, partnership, 
bankruptcy* distribution 'if assets, lions on real property, tu which transactions there 
are constantly parties of different nationalities. But tiro inconvenience was enhanced 
By the circumstance that appeals from the Consular Tribunals wore carried out of 
Egypt, and that the plaintiff,' though successful in the Brut instance* waacompelled, on 
tin-"up plication of his adversary, to plead his case abroad, in a country where ho was a 
stranger. fhnea arms in tern in able difficulties and delays in the execution of 
ai;idoucen; and the position of the Consul presented a great aumxudy, inasmuch as bo 
com blued two different characters—that of a Judge and that of the official protector of 
oue of tlm parties in an action* Foreigners, who had claims on the Goveramantj on 
the Public Departmental or on the Balm of the Khedive and the Princes, refused to 
bring them Before the local Tribunals, iu which they felt no eonMence. These claims, 
therefore, were raised diplomatically, and were put forward by the Consul, who 
maintained the rights of his country men as against the Government which contested 
\\ iim Hgbta. By this means the Government was invariably tha sufferer, inasmuch 
ua the smallest claim a of this nature were raised by a diplomatic chancel instead of 
being discussed fairly in a Law Court. The collection of taxes, the justice of which 
was beyond doubt, often proved impossible, counter-claims often unfounded, being 
brought forward as a set-off through the medium of the Consul. Thus, though the 
iiabifitv of the foreigner to pnv the tax was not contested in principle, the Consul in 


practice was invested with the right of approving or refusing the payment of the 
impost. 

It is declared that enormous sums have been ihus paid by the Government: for 
alleged denials of justice, while the absence of a regular judicial authority rendered it 
impossible for justice to be done, and that largo sums bad also to be paid by the 
Government on account of the late Khedive, personally, for debts incurred by Idm 
through his commercial mid industrial undertakings. 

When the new Tribunal* were inaugurated tbm - n existed claims against the 
Government to the amount of 10,000,000?., besides large sums previously paid under 
diplomatic pressure,

Such eases which were conobed iu the form of claims For damages were nearly 
always supported by the Consuls, This was the consequence, evidently not foreseen, 
of a forced reading of the Capitulations. These nets could originally only have been 
intended to guarantee foreignob; against the violence and arbit rary conduct of local 
authorities, not to withdraw them from the law of the tat id. Little by little the 
authority of the local Tribunals bad been usurped by the onoroaclmienta of an extra¬ 
territorial jurisdiction. This condition of things bad Income intolerable. The 
working of the Capitulations, aa thus interpreted, bad become a burden and an injury, 
not only to the Government and people of Egypt, but to the foreigners they were 
intended to protect. Hence the institution of the Mixed Tribunals. 

These wore devised to remedy some of the defects to which attention hew been 
directed above. 

In 1867 demands were addressed to the Forte by the Viceroy of Egypt for certain 
privileges, aud the question of the administration of justice was at the same time 
mooted by Nubjft: Penh a. A scheme was laid before Aly Pasha and l-oad Pacha, on 
a larger scale than was subsequently adopted. It was proposed that Egyptian 
Tribunals were to he created, the Judges of which should bo chosen from (he magis¬ 
tracies! of Europe, but taking service in Egypt, as bid long Ixren the case with 
medical men, engineers, jirujessoi^ and other specialists. 

These Tribunals were intended not only to administer both civil and criminal 
justice* but In do so for natives as well as foreigners, and further, to establish a juris¬ 
diction us between the people of Egypt and their I tiller, who was at the time engaged 
iu vast mercantile, banking, agricultural, and industrial enterprises. Difficulties, 
however* were raised by the Sultan to giving to Europeans jurisdiction in purely 
native coses, and the question of criminal justice was also put. aside. 

It may bare be remarked, however, that natives have in many eases shown their 
confidence in the Mixed Tribnuals by transferring their claims to Europeans, by 
which means their causes become cognizable by the International Courts. Snob legal 
fictions are always undesirable, and it is unfortunate that native suitors should be 
obliged to have recourse to these expedients os the only means of obtaming justice on 
which they can rely. It is unnecessary to enter into any detailed statement as to the 
powers and competence of .these Courts. These are subjects, which have frequently 
engaged the attention of Her .Majesty's Government. They are, ua your Lordship ia 
aware* very extensive in all civil and commercial cau-stjs to which foreigner are 
parties, including suits against the Govermnent, the Administrations, and the Bairns 
of l[is Highness the Khedive and the members of Ins family. I have the honour to 
inclose a list of lhis different foreign Judges forming those Courts, of which the 
following is an analysis:—

himself, the proprietor, nor send for any inhabitant or execute any process except 
through him.

1 have thus endeavoured to lay before your lordship a picture, as complete m 
ctudd make it, of tlio grave obstacles to public order caused by the present mtcipro* 
tation of the Capitulations. In so doing I have, ns I stated before, gGne OVer heaten 
greumd, my wish having been to by before H# Majesty Government the fullest 
evidence Tti favour of a change. 
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In 1869-70, whan a Commission w&a appointed to inquire into the proposals for 
the Mixed TribumLs, it reports in favour of those institutions, hut, looting at them 1 
suppose m a tentative measure, they refrained from including in their powers that of 
criminal jurisdiction. At the same time several of the legal members, and some of the 
Diplomatic Agents who formed port of the ComuhHaion t declared that, in their opinion, 
it, wus equally TieceS&nry to invest the new Tribunals with criminal as well as civil 
competency. It, pkccoae, the Italian Legal Counsellor present, m fact said that lie 
attached more importance to the now jurisdiction from the criminal than the civil 
point of view. The Commiisioii, which was presided over by Sir Philip Francis, 
wliile approving the newinstitutions* limited thehf powers to civil matters, At the 
same time it gave full criminal jurisdiction for offences committed against the Judges 
and judicial officers to he appointed, while in i he cscroEae of Lltete Functions* as it was 
ftMftpiijil for them to be independent of oil consideration for their personal security, 
iuid the Consular Tribunals were unable to give them that security. 


Possible Remedies. 

In 1&83* Lord Dufferin (“ Egypt No, 6,1888, ,h p, 73) suggested that a suitable 
Criminal Code should he prepared by the Commission. which was about to revise the 
Civil and Commercial Code administered by i!u* Mixed Tribunals, and that the 
criminal jurisdiction should bo given to these Courts. Hie Commission has con¬ 
cluded its. Labour, and the Code is ready; but the Powers have not yet given their 
assent to the extended jurisdiction which i r bo urgently required, 

Wherever on European Power has assumed the government of a portion of the 
Ottoman dominions, the Capitulations have been suspended or abolished, Such has 
been the case in Cyprus, in Bosnia, and in Tunis; nor have I heard that the change 
has been seriously to the disadvantage of the persona most nearly interested, But if 
foreign Powers have been willing to surrender their immunities to the Tribunal of one 
European Power, with how much greater force can they he requested to pursue the 
same course in respect of Courts in which every nation n, I it y is represented.

Your Lordship will gather from the statement thus kid before you bow great is 
the necessity of reform in the criminal jurisdiction, The present system is full of 
hardship, even for those it is intended to protect, and can recommend it&ulf to no one 
but the criminal uluses, for which it opens out places of refuge from the consequence 
of their misdeeds* 

Further Legistatim, 

There is one more point to which. I would venture to call your Lordship *b 
attention, in case Her Majesty’s Government should think it expedient to bring this 
question before the other Powers; that is, the necessity of some standing legislative 
body which, while anting with due deliberation, hut promptly, could enact such Laws 
and Regulations tor the 'Tribunals as experience would point out. to be necessary. At, 
the present moment, not only are the jurisdictions <lidecent, but the Codes under 
which they act are diverse. This, no doubt* would bo remedied if a common Cone 
were adopted; but It will also be necessary to devise a machinery by which that Cento 
may receive additions or amendments without constant appeals for Commissions anil 
Conferences, or special instructions from the respective Governments. 

I tear, notwithstanding the length of this despatch, that the statement 1 have 
laid before your Lordship may appear meagre and superficial, i trust* however, that 
the materia! it presents may Ihj sufficient to enable Her Majesty's Government to

IN my despatch No. 58 of the 22nd ultimo, I brought at some length before 
your Lordship’s notice the obstacles caused by the Capitulations to the administra¬ 
tion of criminal justice in Egypt* 

Before discussing the further international obligations of the country, derived 
from later arrangements, l should wish to supplement my former despatch by 
again referring to the Capitulations. 

Customs Administra lion . 

In a Memorandum given to Lord Duffer in in 1883, Mr. CaiUard, the Director- 
General of Customs, shows tire difficulty that, at the outset, meets any attempt to 
make and inforce efficient Custom-house Regulations in Egypt, owing to H the 
almost insuperable barriers offered by the Capitulations, or extra-territorial rights 
of foreigners, which place foreign merchants residing in Egypt, and foreign vessels 
entering Egyptian waters, beyond the reach of the Customs authorities." 1 

Mr, CaiUard grouped these difficulties under several heads, A port police was 
impossible from the circumstance that the Custom-house officials are prohibited by 
the Capitulations from boarding, or searching, or keeping watch on board vessels 
not under the Ottoman flag; nor can Revenue cutters board suspicious vessels 
lying to or beating about the offing. 

Difficulties are found with regard to the manifests of cargo and the declarations 
of importer and exporter, and Mr. CaiUard cites instances of the extent to which the 
Customs revenues are exposed to fraud. 

In another Memorandum, recently drawn up, he says; “The claims for 
indemnity after the rebellion in 1882, when supported by the books of the claimants, 
revealed the astonishing fact that scarcely one in a hundred importers had paid the 
full duty on the goods proved to have been imported, and one individual, whose 
claim was a large one, his trade being very considerable, intimated very plainly to 
the Commissioners that he considered as legitimate profit the amount he < saved * 
out of the customs duty ” 

hi cases of this kind the culprits can only be criminally adjudicated upon by 
their Consuls, who sometimes protect them, and occasionally are unable to control 
them. 

Recently, a foreign steamer in the harbour of Alexandria was known to have 
on board prohibited merchandize. Application being made to the Consul, a 
Consular Janissary was sent to accompany the searcher. The captain, a well- 
known smuggler, refused to allow his vessel to he boarded, A delegate of higher rank 
was then sent, with the same result. The ship was allowed to leave, and doubtless 
to run her cargo elsewhere, unmolested ; and it is clear that, with the existence of 
the Capitulations, the power of a Consul, especially one representing a small Power, 
must be helpless in the presence of determined men who are hardened offenders, 

I venture to give a further instance in which the existence of the capitulations 
as at present interpreted Acts as a direct encouragement to Frauds on the Govern 
ment. 

Until lately the principle mil ions trading with Egypt maintained, as they sLill 
do in Turkey, a separate Postal Administration. Since the establishment of an 
efficient native service the English, Italian, Greek, and Russian offices have 
been closed; the only two Powers who still maintain theirs being France and 
Austria. 

About eighteen months ago, owing to the Quarantine Regulations then placed 
in force against France, letters and parcels arriving by the French Post-office were 
examined and disinfected at the quarantine station. The mails were then discovered 
to contain many registered packets addressed to jewellers and others, principally 
French subjects, and dispatched from Geneva or Paris. 

The weight, the packing, and the high rates of postage paid un these parcels 
indicated the nature of their contents, which was admitted later by some of those 
persons to whom they were addressed. 















The Customs official* wished to have the pickets examined Mow delivery. 
The French Postmaster appealed to his Consul, who interfered successfully to 
prevent then being opened The French Government and postal authorities 
approved the action taken by their Agents, and thus these articles were introduced 

into Egypt contraband, , ,. 

The existenre of foreign Posfc-offi&ea hits become an anomaly smee the 
organisation of an Egyptian Prat-office acid its admission to the postal Union, ah 
the conditions of which are faithfully carried out. In no other country would they be 
tolerated, anti {heir partial continuance in Egypt is a further illustration ol the 
exceptional evils resulting from the Capitulations , . 

With the view of meeting the in conveniences to which the Customs Administra¬ 
tion is liable, Mr, Cnillard in 1883 suggested to Lord Dufforin the necessity of forming 
a new Code of fl eg illations, embracing the following subjects. 

|. Custom-house police and watch in ports and roadsteads in Egypt 

2, A water police. 

3, Coastguards. 

4, Import and export manifests, See. 

& Clearance declarations, invoices, fee,

A Convention was concluded with Greece nikipting (hose rules, which have 
fice received the adhesion of Great Britain, Lhe United States, I tely,_ Holland, and 
Portugal; but the Regulations cannot be enforced against the subjects of other 
Powers which have not Accepted the provisions of the Convention. 

Germany i® especially opposed to them, and a further anomaly is now 
presented by the dlfterence rtf the position before the law of the respective subjects 
of States who have and have rtot adopted the new Regulations. 

It also appears that even the establishment of the Mixed Tribunals has not 
entirely done away with the rights asserted by foreigners to shelter themselves 
under diplomatic intervention. 

I beg to call your Lordship 1 * attention to the inclosed copy of a letter 
addressed by the principal Companies and Agents at Port Said to the Director- 
General of Customs, The first paragraph of this letter acknowledges a Circular 
addressed to them, copY of which is inclosed, and in which the Egyptian Customs 
Administration announced its intention to apply to merchandise in transit through 
the Slick Canal certain Articles of the Ottoman Customs Regulations. To this the 
gentlemen in question reply -

ft is necessary, before closing this portion i>r inquiry,, to point out the manner 
in which the colonies created under the Capitulations have worked themselves into 
the whole scheme of Egyptian government. It m needless now to discuss too 
expediency of employing foreigners in the various Departments of the 1 ul>iie 
Administration. No doubt their services have been valuable, but the system as 
at present pursued, while paying foreigners at the expense of the Egyptian 
tax-payors, often cute at the mot of official discipline, atid Irom Internationa 
reasons has swollen the lists of public officers.

Tito second Report of tho Commission ot Inquiry was therefore arbitrarily edl 
aside by tho ex-Kiiedive. 

On the 23nd April, 1870, ho issued a Decree, entirely ignoring the Caisse and 
prescribing u now adjustment of the fiiumoLal situation, entailing no reduction of 
interest and promising payment in full to all classes of creditors, 

The Commissioner of the Cebsso maintained all through these proceedings a very 
ilrm attitude,, and refused to cany out tho provisions of this Decree in bo far as their 
coq?jient was required to the modification of tho existing arrangements for the debt 
At this moment the Powers intervened, the Khedive tail wbm dethroned, and the 
present Khedive stiecetded to the Government. 

On the 16th November* 167&, a Decree was issued for the regulation of the loan 
with Moms, Rothschild, This was done with the consent of the Commissi oners of the 
Caistfc, which was charged with tho application of the sums thus raised. Their 
receipts were to be aecepteA by Messrs* Rothschild ns valid, in exchange for the 
instalment* to be paid in execution of their contract. The Caisse was also to keep the 
sums thus paid by Messrs, Rothschild “on qualite do eequestre " according to the 
instructions to be given to it by the Corntnistiion of Liquidation, which was to bn 
appointed tu concert with the other Power*; and, in tho absence of such Commkslnn. 
according to iustruoUona to lie given by tlie Khedive, also in Concurrence with the 
Powers. 

The negotiations with the Governments of England and Prance, which bud tan 
coausiencod by the cx-Khediv. v , for the establishment of the Control, were resumed 
shortly after the succession of tho now Khedive, and ended in thu acceptance by the 
two Powers of the Control, as provided in the Decree of the IKtb November, 1.87>L 
Their powers were slightly modified, but the functions of the Commit oners of the 
Cnjjsse were not clumged. 

On the Slut March, 1880, a Commission of Liquidation waa appointed. consisting 
of two ConjmiBabacrti tunned by each of the Government* of Prance and Great 
Britain, anil of one Commissioner rained by the Governments of Germany. AuMria- 
Hungary, and Italy respectively. 

The members of Hie Commission wore Sir Rivers Wilson (Profcidunth M, Boravelh, 
M, Bdhugut' do Bughua, Mr. Colvin, M, do Kramer* M. Liron d^Airolcs, M. do Treskow, 

The labours of the Connni&sion were followed bhortly after by tho Decree of the 
17th July, 1800* known as the Law of Liquidation, which was accepted by all tho 
Power*, By tills LttW tho functions of the Commissioners of the C&tsfte watts 
leaf fumed and recapitulated, All the Administration* whoso revenues wore pledged to 
the service of the debt were charged with rendering to tlie Caisse their accounts, and, 
in fact, the Cuisue than look, with tho consent of all tho Powers, a distinct place in the 
ndminitttr&tiun of the country, 

L-iter, in 1883, when England W intervened in the affairs of Egy pt, the so-called 
tondomnwnt was abolished ; the Controllers were replaced by the appointment of a 
Financial Adviser on the nominntioii of the English Government, to whom were 
attributed many of the functions or the Controllers. No change, however, was made 
in the functions of the Caisse. 

By the Conference held in Loudon La 1881, it was agreed that a Russian anti a 
German Cdaivnus^ioner should be lidded to the Caii>se # and the position of the 
Commission is f urther recognised by tho Convention of tk& 18th March, 1885, 

The position of the Omasa is therefore as Follows:-— t 

By the Decree of the 18tb November, 1876, It is declared to be permanent until 
ilia wbole debt 1* redeemed. 

Its existence in affirmed by subsequent public Act*, and it now consists ot 
Representatives of tho Sis Great Tower*, having in some respect* a very important 
Control over the financial administration of Egypt. This control is practically 
increased in inijiortunco by the substitution fur tho two ControllorS'Gcumm of a 
Financial Adviser with diminished powers, and their functions have ausLimcd a still

It will therefore be seen that this body cannot be abolkhod, 
except with the consent of the Great Powers, and nit*>, to a cerium extent, by that of 
the smaller Power*, who have rueognirad the juris diction of tho Mixed Tribimub mid 
of the Law of Liquidation. 
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It retrain* to be examined bow fur tho action of this body con bo oxerriBod 
advantageously, or in a reverse mmso, on the future finances of Egypt. 

During tins time in which the Controllers-General existed, the relation* between 
them and tho Calssu were most cordial. A Hcrietf of financial reforms, entailing in 
some cases diminution of revenues, were carried out, and mot with no opposition on 
the part of the Conimtagaera. Thus, the salt tax, which wo* levied at the rate oi 
D piastres per head of population, was abolished, and replaced by free sate at the rate

WITH reference to my despatch No. 06 of the Mb instant, 1 think it right to 

cull your Lordship's attention to the nature .and composition of the Egy ptian Adminis¬

On tho 3rd February, 1883, Chdrif Fasba, then Froaitat of the Council of 
Ministers, submitted to the Khedive a Report suggesting the appointment of a 
Financial Councillor in lion of the Controllors-Genemh whose juta e had ten wjp* 
presaed by a Decree of tho 18th January. The reasons given by his Esccllonoy for 
this suppression were given us follows: "Thai tho inteiwcntion u^itatod bv the 
very nature of the institution involved grave injury te tho action of tte Ministers, 
and tended to tmuster the authority of tho Government te irrcspoiwiMo functionaries, 
whose nomination and succession did not depend on the mil of the Khedive and hw 

Gover, .uicnt ^ n u , flj . tneonvommiceb to internal order, the constant presence 

of Hit? Contedlera-Generul At the sittings of the Conned, whatever wore the questions 
muter exatnination, gave to that Institution a political character which i wiretapped 

the intentions of tho Khedive." , 

Nevrniiek-ss, Ids Excellency considered that fora certa time it would by wug 
to secure the co-operation of a foreigner who would assist the Government a to* 
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lights in the solution of financial questions. He was to be an Egyptian functionary 
Tnth the title of Financial Councillor. He would lie chosen and owned by the 
Khedive and subordinate to him. Without the attributions of a Minister, ho would 
assist at the Council whenever invited by the Fresident, and he was to have the power 
of examining financial [Vtioations and giving his advice on them within the limits to 
he determined by the Khedive and his Ministers. Nevertheless, be was to have no 
riffht to intervene in the administrative affairs of the country. _ . 

Tn pmsoance of this Report* which, as your Lordship will perceive, prescribed 
the selection of a foreigner for this service, Sir Auckland Colvin was named to the 
post, m which, cm his retirement, he was succeeded by Mr. Vincent. 

Tlw next step taken ter what may ha called the internationalization of the 
Egyptian finrmdnl Administration was one personally adopted hy Nubar Pasha on 
assuming tho office of Prerid out of the Council iu January 1884* ,^. 3 Excellency 
then pursued a-course similar to that taken by ti Prime Minister in England whop he 
declares what high functionaries shall take part in tho deliberations of the Cabinet, 
His &cell®ftv laid down, that, in addition to the Ministers who had heretofore 
formed part of the Council the following Functionaries should take part in its 
deliberations, via.:— 

The Financial Councillor. 

The Sirdar. 

The Under-Secretary of public Works. 

At that time there were five Ministers in addition to the President. Since then 
ttvo of the Ministries have been suspended, their functions Iieing undertaken by 
two of those remaining. The Council, therefore, at this moment la composed ns 
follows :■— 

Nubnr Pasha, President and Minister of Justice. 

lloustapha Fchmy Pasha, Minister of Finance.

Memorandum - 

(Confidential,) 

AT a meeting which was hold to-day between General Baker and General Grenfell, 
a discussion took place on the nature of the duties which are now undertaken by that 
portion of the police force called tin 1 gendarmerie. The object of the meeting ww 
to consider in what manner the apparent military character of the gendarmerie may 
be changed into that of a purely civil force, and how far tho utmy and police would 
then be dependent upon oaeh other. 

General Grenfell signified hie willingness to undertake with the Egyptian army 
any duties which wore now being performed by tho gendarmerie, and which were of a 
military nature j , and as a first step in that direction General Grenfell will take over from 
the* gendarmerie some small posts south of Assouan ; and m regards further changes, 
n decision will he given as soon as the disposition of tho gendarmerie has been 
thoroughly inquired into. 

General Baker and General Grenfell agreed fully os to the necessity of making n 
distinction between the military and civil I'orco of the country. 

With thte vie w General Baker proposes to ulktR&li the term " gendarmerie, 11 but 
instate on the necessity of a police reserve. But this reserve will ho more detached in 
order to avoid an apparent military character by being massed in may one place. This 
reserve would be distributed in small bodies to no used by tho civil authorities in ease 
of urgent and immediate call upon thorn, but should any ueewaity arise for the 
employment of a, military force or larger dimensions, the army could he called upon. 
By riwch mi arrangement the services of n certain number of Unglisb officers now 
employed in the police and gendarmerie could he disposed of and an economy lie 
effected 

The subject to consider at the next meeting will bo whether any more reductions 
•can be made m the existing police ad miniyt ration, and how far the? army can Ire called 
upon to assist without involving increase of establishment, 

General Baker agreed thoroughly as to the advisability of abolishing the military 
tendency of tho police. 

The next meeting will be held on Tlmrsdav, and General Baker and Geneml 
Grcnteli will evontuftlfy frame n joint. Report on the whole subjed.

WITH .reference to my telegram No, 57 of the 20th February and to your Lctd* 
ship’s telegram No. 49 of the 30th ultimo* I have the honour to report that 1 last. night 
called on Moukhtm Pasha, mid discussed with hh Excellency the possible bases of the 
ulterior Convention provided for in Article VI of the 34th October, 1865, 

It was understood, ill the first instance, that the conversation was purely personal and 
unauthorized, that we each spoke on our own responsibility with the object of arriving at 
ail understanding, but that we lind no power to commit our Governments to any of our 
opinions, which were simply speculative ami hypothetical. 

The conversation was too long and loo desultory to be reported minutely ; but the 
following I gathered to be the personal views of the Ottoman High Commissioner, His 
Exceltency laid great preliminary stress on his predilection for England* There he found 
the highest form of civilization, which percolated through less perfect civilizations in 
France* Germany, Italy* Stc., till it came to the East. He had always publicly and 
privately proclaimed and declared his desire for a solid friendship and good undemanding 
between England and Turkey, He was not oi opinion that the reorganization of Egypt 
could be achieved with any rapidity. It would take a long time to reconstruct the army, 
especially while ihfc frontier difficulty was stdi unsettled. Moreover* there was & total 
absence of material in Egypt from which to collect cither military officers or statesmen. 
Egypt would have to go through a long course of education, During that period, however 
prolonged, bo would wish to sec the British occupation maintained. If that occupation 
were too burdensome for England, let it be continued In diminished numbers. The British 
forces were now being reduced to 8,090, Let further reductions take place, if necessary, 
even to u company, out* at ill events,the British flag should remain* and bo considered 
that this course might he followed with iiase nnd economy by restricting the British 
garrisons to Cairo and Alexandria, He would therefore not wish to prescribe any 
.period for withdrawal, hut il' it wore necessary to lay tins down the period should he a 
long one. 

The duel' point* which hia Excellency next considered of the first importance were 
the reorganization of the army and the meonatruedon, ifnot the abolition* of tbe Capitula¬ 
tions. Ho touched very lightly on the question of criminal jurisdiction* but he expressed 
himself roost strongly on the necessity of preventing the intervention of foreign Powers in 
the discipline of tbe public Department?. At Constantinople foreigners were constantly 
admitted into the Turkish service, but once appointed* they accepted nil the duties and 
lift bill tica uf Turkish public servants, and the Representatives of foreign Powers could not 
exorcise any authority over them. They were punished, when necessary* as Turkish 
officials* ir which capacity they sank their nationality, lie was much opposed to the 
restoration of power to the Pasha clique. He alluded to expressions of reprobation he had 
often before employed in reference to these gentlemen. The full onus they had amassed 
were a scandal, and, in connection with this subject, hia Excellency expressed bis opinion 
that some very stringent measures should hr. taken to diminish* at alt events for the future* 
the scale of pensions now granted to public servants. 

The views of Motilehtur Pft&ba may hence be summarized as follows:—

1 think it right here to stale my personal conviction, after a dose scrutiny of bis acts 
mid of his ulteraucea both to mysdf ami to others, that Moukhtnr Pasha has behaved 
with perfect loyalty since his arrival in Egypt- He cam loi be blauiud tor maintaining the 
interests of his Sovereign, his country, and his religion; but he has resisted nil attempts 
oil the part oF the Pasha clique and of the foreign Agent* to sow dissension between us, 
and he baa shown bv his demeanour that he has no sympathy with Lbose by whom those 
attempts have been' made, With two native personage* who ace known to have great 
influence, which bun been exercised against England, he, within the limits of courtesy, 
has declined to hold any hut the most distant relations, and my belief iti ins own 
assurances h strengthened by the report* I receive from the most authentic 1 so tiroes.

' YESTERDAY & meeting took place at ray house, consisting of his LxeeUewty Nubar 
Pasha, Abd-el-Kader Rasliu, Generali* Stephenson, Grenfell, and Baker* Sir Evelyn Baring, 
and myself* 


The object of our meeting was to discuss the proponed changes in the gendarmeries 

and police, . 

Nubar Fash [i at the out-set begged u& not to introduce any great changes rate the 
present system- It had only recently been introduced. It was on the whole working 
well. The Mudirs and Governors were becoming accustomed to it* and any lurlhcr 
reorganization would only tend to unsettle the luinda of the population and of thy authori¬ 
ties, who lifud already been disturbed so often,. Ht$ Excellency wo* also of opinion that it 
was not desirable to place any portion of the forces charged with the maintenance ot 
inti'iinil order under the Ministry of War- On nil these points hi* Excellency tsepressod 
the strongest opinion, Iii& views were also warmly supported by Ahd-d-Kader Pashie- 

I remarked that the object of the new organization, if one were arrived at, would ha 
to diminish expenditure, and to avoid the friction which evidently existed between the 
army and the administration of the gendarmerie and police* This feeling was derived 
from the quasi-military organization of those bodies, and from the drafts required from the 
army for the recruitment of tho police forces. I also asked whether the police could not 
recruit on their own account, and whether the gendarmerie could cot at least be placed 
under the Minister of War. General Baker said that such a separate recruitment would 
entail ci considerable extra expenditure* He went on to say tbnt he knew much of the 
feeling against his Department was from the desire imputed to him of wishing to form his 
forces on a military model. This was, to a certain extent, inevitable. The police were 
scattered in small detachments all over the country, and it was indispensable that they 
should be disciplined for the purpose of Self-defence, especially In their encounters with 
brigands. Moreover, the army laid forced upon him military duties which entailed military 
discipline* At the time or the cholera it had been considered neoeaaftty to establish 
sanitary cordons. This duty fell naturally upon the army ] but Sir Evelyn Wood had 
declined to allow the employment of soldiers, and hod insisted on the service being under¬ 
taken by the police. The disastrous expedition to Su&kin was brought about by police 
being sent there instead of the army, Again, the army still placed on him the duly ot 
supplying guards for Alexandria, a distinctly military service, including the furnishing of 
sentries, which could not be carried out except with military drill and discipline. Fliis bos 
been a very sore point over since niy arrival; hut it is likely now to be smoothed down by 
a conciliatory proposal made by §ir Evelyn Baring, and supported by Sir Frederick 
Stephenson. 

On the general questions, Baker Pasha observed that tlie friclbn caused by the 
transfer of triad soldiers to the police had been owing to the extraordinary dreuinstances of 
the country. This year, however, he thought that he could obtain ji sufficiency of men 
Iroiu time-expired soldier*, without interfering with lhe exigencies of the army. A short 
conversation followed on this subject between Generals Stephenson and Grenfell, from 
which ! think a satisfactory arrangement may be achieved - 

With reaped to the gendarmerie, General linker went on to ^ay Lhat iL was merely 
the reserve of the police j and, to avoid misunderstandings, he proposed that henceforth it 
should illume that appellation* This was agreed to- 

With respect to the expense, he slnfced—and he was supported in the statement by 
Abd-el-Kwder Pasha—that during the last three veuin the cost of his Department hod been 
reduced by noarlv lOO.OOOi., viz*, from &40,000h to 24B,0G0h The latter is the estimate 
of the Department for this year, at the etui of which it will be reduced to 240,000b, the 
sum-fixed by the Conventional Budget* 1 observed that 1 was informed there wan in the 
fore* a superfluity of highly-paid officers, and naked whether, by the reduction of some of 
these, further economy could not be realised, Baker Pailta rejoined that perhaps some 
savings might be effected In this direction, and he would examine into the possibility of 
diminishing this charge, 

The general impression left by thu disc Us don on the minds ot those present was that 
it would not be advisable at present to make any drastic alteration in the constituthm of 
the gendarmerie and polka force. The present system is founded on the proposals of 
Lord Dufferili n»d Lord Northbrook, both of whom had considerable experience of this 
class of question* The formes vra* strongly of opinion that the police should be kept 
distinctly separate from the army, and the method of recruiting the former force by time- 
expired eolditira was recommended by Lord Northbrook. It was also confirmed by the 
decision of native officials besi qindihed to judge, l think it most undesirable thru ihe 
recommendations of those two eminent statesmen should be wt aside after so short 
on experience. All Institutions at the oliltet are exposed to Ihe saino difficulties, criticism, 
and jealousy j but I have great hopes that, when things settle down, the system as now 
pursued msv prove successful, or require only a partial readjustment of detail At all 
fo&Sl 2 B 
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events, I should deprecate any abrupt disturbance of 3 system which has not yet had time 
to work* 

As your Lord ship will gather,, thete will he a saving at the end of this year of 3,0001., 
an item of tsoine value in the Egyptian Budget, I think there may be found means to 
effect some further economy inter by reducing or suppressing redundant offices and 
salaries* To tfiia point Sir Evelyn Baring and myself propose on the first opportunity to 
direct out attention. 

General Baker begs toe to call your Lordship's attention to his Report on the 
Egyptian Police, as published in 11 Egypt No. £ [1886),^ p, 68, Both he and Generals 
Stephenson and Grenfell, and Sir Evelyn Baring, have read this despatch^

AT the meeting held yesterday, as reported in my despatch No* 103 of this date, 
ive wore informed by Abd-cl-Knde? Fashi and General Baker, that a messenger had 
arrived from Sheikh Saleh, the Chief of the Kabbablsh tribe, making offera to the 
Government 

These offers, were ay follows 

To occupy Dongoln with his tribe and their adherents, and to drive away the 
dervishes, provided the Khedive nominated him Mudir of that province. 

Various opinions were given as to the answer that should be returned to this 
Sheikh. He is the principal Chief of the tribe, having succeeded his brother-in-law 
in that office, and though ids rights are not entirely beyond dispute, his influence, 
according to AbiLol-Kadcr Fasha, is preponderating. 

Nuba* Pasha considered that it would he desirable in the first instance to request 
the messenger to return to Sheikh Saleh and ask for some letter of credence. Abd-cl* 
Kuder Pasha, who knOWB the Soudan, did not agree in this procedure, which ho 
thought would waste time. Be also believed in the trustworthim-ss ol the mes¬ 


senger* 

After Nome discussion it was agreed that Abd-el-Kader Pasha should send a robe 
of honour, or some other present, to Sheikh Saleh, promising him at the same time, by 
letter, that lie would receive full support if ho could drive away the dervishes from 
Dongoln, and establish peace in that province. This woe thought less fkngorous 
than sending him a letter directly from the Khedive. 

The question arose as to whether n subsidy would be necessary; The messenger 
had not alluded to anything of the kind, mid it was thought that in any event only a 
small sum would lw necessary, and that only at first. 

The revenues of the pr0vin.ee in times of peace amount to between 60,000/* and 
70,000/* a-yefix, and if Sheikh SaJuh manages to restore tranquillity to the province, 
and ut appointed H udir, no expo use need fall on the resources of Egypt. 

A smaller Sheikh named Salem, who lives on the river, offers hk camels for 
transport i[ required, and says that those of hia men w ho had joined the dervishes are 
returning to thoir homes. 

General Grenfell is going to-day to Aasounn to stay there a abort, time before 
proceeding on leave. I have requested Mr- Stuart-Wortley to accompany him, as it is 
necessary I should receive as full a report as possible of the slate of affairs on 
the frontier, unco it lias become known that we arc withdrawing the troops to 
Wady Haifa and Assouan* I hope my doing so will meet with your Lordship's 
approval

IN November last a Petition was presented to me, and subsequently to Moukhtar 
Pasba, by certain merchants of Cairo, remonstrating against the prohibition of commercial 

relations with the Soudan. „ . x 

The hostilities which took place immediately afterwards prevented the consideration 
of this representation both by the Turkish High Commissioner and myself* 

A Petition on the subject has now again been forwarded, not only to us, but. to the 
Consuls-General* Moukhtar Pasha spoke to me on the subject cm Saturday, and it was agreed 
that we should discus the question to-day with lire Khedive, as coming within the provision 
of Article II of the Convention. Hia Highness has postponed the meeting till to-morrow, 
and l shall not be able, therefore, to write fully till the next mail 

Meanwhile, I have had some conversation on the subject with Sir bredencK 
Stephenson, who informs mo that the prohibition in question, although it. may cause some 
loss and Inconvenience to the mercantile community in Egypt, has produced a considerable 
effect on the population of the Soudan, who are being much influenced by the difficulty ol 
obtaining from Egypt the supplies on which they depend for food and clothing*

I accordingly called on Nubar Pasini, to inquire into the real nature of the ordum 
given to the Mudire, His Excellency iuformed me that they wore simple Circulars, and 
that he had consented to their being issued only when he had satisfied himself that no 
abuse could ensue of the kind apprehended* 

I think that, having thus shown that the whole dreumstutfeey were fully within our 
knowledge, the matter may resit, unless any objectionable incident is brouglit to light. The

AT the meeting to-day at Abdin we discuescd the proposal of Sheikh Saleh. 

The Khedive stated that Abd-eFKadcr Paalta had written to the Sheikh in the sense 
agreed upon as repotted in my despatch No. 104 of the 2nd instant, 

Mouktitar Pasha asked whether the Sheikh undertook to restore peace in Dongola 
by his own unaided exertions, or whether he required any assistance. 

The Khedive and myself replied that he had volunteered to undertake Ibis 
service alone. 

His Excellency expressed considerable doubt as to the possibility of his doing so, 
and, if possible, he'doubted if it was prudent to allow an independent tribe to obtain the 
domination of the province, 

I observed that Sheikh Saleh having asked to he appointed Mudir by the Khedive, 
he recognized the supremacy of His Highness, and that ha would be in the position cither 
of a Governor or of a vassal, I understood that in former times peace had been kept on 
the frontier by such means. 

The Khedive remarked that in the tune of his great-grandfather, Mohammed Aly, 
an independent Sultan did exist on the frontier, but that this Chief harassed Egypt, md 
that marauders sometimes came as far as Assouan. 

He was therefore inclined to agree with Moukhtar Pasha that Sheikh Saleh should 
undertake to act in co-operation with, and under the control of, the Egyptian Government, 

Moukhtar Pasha further suggested that the operations of the Sheikh should be taken 
in conjunction with hb scheme of reorganization. 

I said that I considered it too early to discuss this question, Wo ware not yet 
in possession of sufficient information as to Sheikh Saleh's views* and when these arrived 
we might confer further.

' Edr Majesty’s Government regret that they are triable to agree in Moukhter 
Pasha’s view of the necessity or expediency of a raocenpation of JDonjrola by Egyptian 
forces under present oircumstancos. The advice given by them to the Egyptian Govern¬ 
ment in December 1983, after the defeat of General Hicks’army* was that aU territory 
south of Assouan, or at least of Wady Haifa, should bo abandoned, buhseqimnt 
ekernmimem have only tender! to confirm that view, and Her Majesty * Government 
cannot consent to bo parties* cither directly or indirectly, to an enterprise which they 
behove would bo too severe a strain on the material anil financial resources of the 
country, ami which would not, in their opinion* secure commensurate advantages. 

Putting aside the idea of a reoccupation of Dongdo, there seems no sufficient 
reason for the maintenance of so large an army as that proposed, bj Moukhtar Pas is. 
Oia Excellency seems te consider that a force of 4*800 men would suffice for 
the purposes of maintaining order in Egypt and furnishing reserves for the expedition. 
Lord Bufferin, in 1888, estimated the army required for service m Egypt at men. 
Colonel Eraser* at the time of the Conference in London on the finanees of Egypt* 
furnished an estimate* in which (he force required was put at 5,000 men so long 
as the British occupation continued* and at 11,000 men whenever the British troops 
withdrawn* 

Lord Northbrook, in bis Report of the 20th November, 1884* stated that this 
estimate was susceptible of some reduction, and that from the best mtennateou tie 
was abio to collect, lie believed that a properly organized force of about 7,000 police 
would bo equal to securing the internal tranquillity of Egypt, and to suppressing any 
disturbances which might be apprehended from the Bedouins of thofrontier. The coat 
of the army was therefore estimated by him at X30 r f>0t>^-, and that of the police at

1 The sums fixed in the Budget for these two charges ore* in round numbers, 
130,0001. for the army, and 240,000/, for police, But the hostile attitude o£ the tribes on 
the Nile frontier and round Suaklu lias necessitated mi increase of the army to a total of 
11 360. entailing an additional cost of more than 218,0001.

Proceedings vf Meeting at Cairo Gwomorate. 

IN compliance with tho invitations sent by the Governor of Cairo* the majority 
of the prominent personages invited met this morning at the Governor's 1 office* this 


7th dav of April; and at about 10 A.H, the proceedings were opened by the reading of 

fie following address:— ' _ . . 

“Events and eiroum stances of tho present times have forced our imperial 
Government to undertake extensive military preparations, gatheV numerous troops* 
and fortify some of tho frontiers of tho Empire* our Lord the Commander of tho 
Believers doing this by liia prerogative as Itnler and by virtue of his rights and 
duties* among wliidi one of the mast specific is that of exerting all efforts for the 
preservation of the Realm against the flame of covetousness which surrounds it* and 
ter the protection of the public* both spiritually and temporally* 

<# ^nd whereas the correlative of these rights and duties is to lie found m the 
obedience and help which bis sovereign prerogative may see fit to require from the 
conscience of each individual of the nationalities subject to hi a rule, and in view of 
tho great outlays entailed, by those preparations, the inhabitants of the other imperial 
provinces have begun sacrifice their riches and lives in upholding tho unity of 
religion and ties of dependency [of the subjects of tho State],

greatest importance to the Imperial Government, and as such we ought not to neglect 
these important considerations or be lax in responding to them,

My Lord, Cairo, April 9, 1680. 

HIS Excellency Moukhtar Pasha called on me to-day. He said that he had 
heard from Constantinople that I had received instructions from your Lordship, and 
begged to know what they were. I told his Excellency that your lordship had 
instructed me to discuss with him any topics connected with the Convention. The 
two primary questions were the army and the pacification of the Soudan. Hi» 
Excellency’s scheme of reorganization was being carefully examined in London* and 
tbn pacification of the Soudan did not depend on ourselves. I had been happy to 
learn the prospect hold cut by the proposals of Sheikh Saleh, and to-day again the 
approaching arrival of an emissary from Wad-cLNi jumi was announced, and I hoped 
would offer some means of an understanding with the Soudanese. Recently I had 
held with his Excellency an Informal conversation on the subject of the ulterior 
Convention, and I should be glad to discuss the subject with him again. I bad 
informed your Lordship generally nf his Excellency's views, and I was about to 
submit to your Lordship some consideration 0 on which I later hoped to confer with his 
Excellency. But his Excellency had promised me some time ago te draw np a species 
of programme for discussion between us which I assumed ho had postponed till the 
Army question were settled* His Excellency promised to furnish me with a 
Memorandum on this subject immediately. He then wont on Lc> say that one of 
the first points m should consider would be the Capitulations, and he pointed out 
an anomaly wliloh existed here, but which was unknown at Constantinople. There 
cases between subjects of t-lic Porte were judged by the Native Tribunals, but here one 
native having a claim against another could, by ceding it to n foreigner, bring it before 
the Mixed Tribunals, and thus deprive the- Native Courts of their jurisdiction. I 
replied that I had already more than once noticed this eiruumstence, which was 
anomalous front the fact that the transfer lay m the power only of the plaintiff and 
not in that of the defendant. In the case of tbo KbcsUvird claims this anomaly wn& 
very glaring. The ex-Khedive and his family brought one section of claims before tho 
Mixed Comte, and when it suited them to bring another section before the Native 
Tribunals there was no machinery by which the native Government being the 
defendant, could obtain the transfer to the Interactional Court . 

His Excellency then suggested that an alteration should be made in the Codes os 
the Mixed Courts/ by which a native claimant should not, be tumbled thus to take 
advantage of those Tribunals by transfer* and ho also shadowed out some plan by 
which foreigners were to be subjected to the jurisdiction of the Native Courts when 
:vnv native was concerned in the false. lie also considered 11 11 ll stups should be taken to 
subject foreigners to the action of fiscal laws and regulations, 

I told his Excellency that 1 considered his proposal could never be made 
acceptable to this Powers, whoso content was iudisjKmrabtc, 3 begged (rim to 
remember that: Egypt was in a very different state front turkey. It was a land of 
passage, which from its very geographical position was noetetarity in csliaraeter 
cosmopolitan* It was impossible to draw analogies from Turkey, and, while I would 
contribute to the best of my ability to redress anomalies proved injurious, this, I 
thought, could oritv bo done on existing lines, amt hy utilizing principles and forms 
already adopted, l considered that an obvious remedy tor the niiomaties pointed out 
by his Excellency would lit: in tho creation of il eatouum Court id Appeal, both tor the 
Mixed and Native Tribunate By this moans, causes would ho tried in (die first 

instance in Lii*Courts . .rally indicated, mul l.heiv would be no object in transferring 

them, as there would Ini a comnftm Tribunal uf redress, I’or i by second point urged 
by the Glmi, I pointed out that it would not remedy the evil which existed in the cate 
of crimes committed by the subject of one Foreign State against another. It would Iks 
impossible to ask the Powera to prescribe such a remedy in the interest of Ottoman 
subjects alone. Egypt had pasted out of the phase of the purely Ottoman, system, and 
as the Powers must be consulted, it would be useless to ask them tor any change in an 
exclusively Ottoman sense. Some countries were more tenacious than others of their 
rfehtn under the Capitulations. Great Britain* for Instance, in the formation of her 
Consular Courts, had given them a jurisdiction much more efficient than other Powers 
in the cause or local order. Notwithstanding Hie satisfactory organization of the 
Postal Service in Egypt, two Powers still insisted on keeping up their own Post-offices,

I replied that Her Majesty's Government were, 1 thought, desirous of meeting 
the views of the petitioners as soon as it could conveniently be done, but that the 
blockade was one means of bringing the Soudanese to terms,. aud recent advances on 
i heir part for peace showed tlmt In this reapooi it had boon successful. 

The stoppage of trade had hccu the cause of great inconvenience to tho insurgents, 
and one of the objects put forward by those of their number who had initiated 
negotiations was that trade should 1 m- reopened. 

I said that Her Majesty's Government very much deplored the evils caused to the 
trade of Egypt by tin- blockade, hul t;hn,l it. was in the interests of Egypt that it 
should lie continued until vre could assure the Frontier Horn aggression, 1 hoped that 
il way now merely tv question of n feu months- ! willed that it was very difficult, if 
trading were permitted, to prevent the TraifRuj in Slaves and in iminitwms of war; but 
even if successful precautions were possiblq uuder these two heads, they did not change 
tlio necessity for the general prohibition now in force. 


M. deHcremtball answered that he fully appreciated the diiOficidties of the question, 
and the advantage of the blockade in red it ring the Soudanese to terms, lie hoped, in 
the interests of the trade in which his follow countrymen were engaged, that the 
blockade might soon ho discontinued, aud he expressed himself satisfied with the 
tenour of my observations. 

I further informed M, do Perentliall that the subject had been discussed by JIi$ 
Highness the Khedive, Gliazi Moukhhvr Pasha and myself, and that we wore all 
deSrous to meet the wishes of the merchants whenever they could be safely granted.

He highly approved the proposal, hut was not entirely sniffled as to the choice of the 
two functionaries put forward. After my conversation with his Excellency I called on 
Sir Frederick Stephenson, and after some discussion with him and later with 
Sir Evelyn Baring I forwarded to your Lordship my telegram ITa. 99, which both of 

those gontleoien have scon and approved. 

For my own part, I think the measure would be a good one, with the restrictions 
I have submitted in uiy telegram- All reports tend to show flial the SouduiM s> ari 
inclined for peace; the approaching hot season will probably Insure a respite from 
warlike operations, and no hotter time could be chosen for negotiations. The mexh 
proposed is, 1 think, a good one, and if the attempt is again postponed, it is difficult to 
anticipate when a bettor occasion may occur.

Tlie views thus expressed by Lord Dufferm were embodied in ibe fourth chapter 
of the Organic Law. This instrument decrees that no Law ox Deem regulating public 
administration shall be promulgated without having previously Ijeen presented for the 
advice of the Legislative Council. If the Government does not follow this advice it 
will notify to the Council the motives of its decision, which motives cannot be 
discussed/ It can call for the presentation by the Government of Projects of Laws or 
Decrees regulating the public administration. It baa certain rights of receiving 
Petitions. The general Budget of receipts and expenses should ho communicated to 
the Legislative Council on the 1st December in each year, The Council can express 
its opinion and wishes on, each chapter of tire Budget. These shall bo transmitted fo 
the Minister of Finance, who, whenever il> may occur, must give Ins reason a for the 
rejection of the proposals of the Council. These reasons cannot he discussed. It 
shall receive on account of Ibe general administration of the finances. The service of 
the tribute hud of the public debt, and generally all charges or obligations resulting 
from the Law ol' Liquidation or from International Conventions, arc expressly 
excluded from the cognizance of the Council. 

The Legislative Council meets on the 1st February, April, June, August,^ Octeljer, 
cud December of each year, and may be convoked by the Khedive whenever it may be 
necessary. The Sessions axe closed os soon as the Council has exhausted the questions 
submitted to it. The Provincial Councils elect new members when a dissolution has 
taken place within three months following that event. The permanent members keep 
their places in the new Council. Ministers may take part m the sittings with a con¬ 
sultative voice, or may ho represented by high functionaries of their Departments, 
They will give all the explanations asked for by the Legislative Council. The 
permanent members of the Council arc fourteen, that is to say, a President, Vice* 
President, and twelve Councillors. The elected members tire sixteen, one of whom is 
a Vice-President. r Hie members are elected for aix years, and may he re-elected. The 
sixteen places for which members are elected are fife follows 

For Cairo, one* 

For Alexandria, Dainiotta, Rosette, Sues, Port Bn id, Isma'ilin, and El Allah, one; 
and one for each of the fourteen provinces to be elected by the Provincial Councils.

I Lave ia my despatches pointed out that the incapacity Tor 
popular Government is derived as much from indifference as fmm want of ability. 


The fellaheen, after many centimes of oppression and of foreign dominion, seem to 
have lost anything like political aspirations, mi providing that they are wclbgovemed, 
secure in their property, that justice is weU administered, imd they can provide 
themselves with the very moderate amount of necessaries which they require, they do 
not seem to care at whose hands or in what manner these benefit* are realized. But 


an institution like the Legislative Council is certainly, to my mind, a fitting means of 
educating the Egyptian people into the sdf-confidence accessary for popular 
institutions. 

The debates are published in an official print, and are submitted to very severe 
scrutiny on the part of a free and, I may say, somewhat fearless press. There are 
many Arabic newspapers which liavon considerable circulation, and in these the acts 
of the Government, as well as the conduct of the Legislative Council, arc amply 
criticized. As public instruction is developing, and the fellaheen become endowed 
with a little more culture, and these newspapers, or others, obtain a wider circulation, 
the attention of the public in the provinces will become attracted to (heir criticisms, 
such iis h the case in Cairo, where I see the newspapers sold in the streets, and 


apparently in great demand. 

The elective dement h certainly somewhat restricted, though losting on a large 
basis. By an Electoral Law published on the 1st May, 1883, all Egyptians have a right 
to vote, with the exception of soldiers on the active Bat. There is a very complete 
machinery for drawing up the electoral list, Bv Article 13 the delegated electors, the 
depositaries of the general vote, art? chosen by this constituency, under the direction of 
a Commission composed of five electors, knowing how to read and write, who are 
chosen by the electors present, The Minister of the Interior can bn represented on 
these Commissions. The Provincial Councils are elected by these delegated electors, 
and these election» arc regulated with very considerable detail in the Electoral Law. 
The electors of the li tommies ** (quartern) of Cairo, and those of the <s kismes*" (districts) 
of A lexandria, elect their members tor the Legislative Councilthe iburiqan provinces 
name the remainder of the members. The delegated members of (lie "teamans” and of 
the ,J Memos'' of Alexandria and the other eix towns Heel by a majority of votes (he 
eleven Notables for the General Assembly. The delegated electors of the fourteen 
provinces elect in the same manner the thirty-five Notables to be- chosen by them for 
the SEtiue body. Thus, although the powers of the popular bodies are limited, yet, 
aueh as they are, the basis of the constituency h wide, and in lime,perhaps, some 
alteration will be made to make the powers of the constituencies more direct on the 
election of members. Necessarily, a long lime must elapse before such an idea can bo 


carried oul. 


As I have already pointed out, the actual supreme powers of the General 
Assembly are restricted to Hie discussion and vote of that body on any new impost 
direct, real or personal. 

'idle following are the worth of the 84th Article of the Organic Statute on this 


head i— ..... 

No new imposts, direct, real, or personal,, can be established jj, Egypt without 
having been dismissed and voted by tbo General Assembly.’* 

With regard to ite other rights, these are only consultative, and (3 k opinion 
expressed by the General Assembly may he put aside by the Goverumeul on explana¬ 
tion of reasons being given at (he lime. 

It can also spontaneously give advice and express wishes on all matters economic, 
administrative, or financial, and the Government must explain to the Assembly the 
reasons which may induce it to disregard the views put forward by a majority. The 
General Assembly will not, therefore, outer into the full discharge of its functions 
out31 such time as any new tax may become necessary. Perhaps such an opportunity 
may, before long, bo afforded it, mid it will then be scon how far it is an institution 
deserving Hie confidence of the Egyptian people, and those who outside watch the 
development of Egyptian progress. 

It may be as well to remark that here all public acts, whether legislative or 
administrative, art* embodied in a Decree. Thus, in the same volume, called the 
** Bulletiu des Lois ot Dfcrets, 1 ’ wo find adminiatrative decisions, appointments to 
places, and promotions in orders, and tlio laws that are passed. It is worth while to 
point out the different forms used respeolively in theso document a.

1 HAVE the honour to report that, in accordance with your instructions*, X 
proceeded on tho 6th instant to Assuan, and returned to Cairo this day* 

I endeavoured as much os possible to ascertain the effect upon, the people of tho 
withdrawal of British and Egyptian troop from the advanced positions to Assouan, 
and iho general state of affairs in the Soudan so far ns is known at present, 

In a conversation which I had with Saleh Bey, Sheikli of the Ababdeh tribe, ha 
represented to mo very strongly his opinion that the riverain population between 
Assouan and Wady Haifa viewed with considerable apprehension the withdrawal of 
British troop, and that a feeling of insecurity exist y ns lb the future. 

After the action at. Giniss- it wias generally believed that some Government would 
be re-established in Dotigota, and the scene of contact with the darvfshos would be 
thus removed to the south of that place* It was aho known that there was consider¬ 
able dissension amongst the tribes in the Soudan, and that any advance on the part of 
the Egyptian troops would have decided many of the neighbouring tribes to assist in 
resisting any further advance by the dervishes upon Egypt. By tho withdrawal of 
troops, the position of ulTftira is entirely changed. A fresh impetus has been given to 
the Khalifa's cause, and the effects of our victory will be annulled* 

Every native considers now that a further advance of the dervish army w ill take 
place in the summer or autumn, anti an anxiety very naturally prevails as to whether, 
after the next light, wo shall withdraw still further. 

If an advance on the part of the enemy is made in the autumn, the Arabs and 
riverain population between Assouan and Karosko will probably show a secret 
sympathy tor tlie dervishes, not because of any real desire for their success, but 
from a fear that in the future, troops king still further withdrawn, they may suffer. 

Sheikh Saleh, whose tribe, the Ababdob, occupy tho custom desert front Luxor to 
Berber, told mo that his tribesmen would incline any way which they considered best 
for their interests. Such may ho token os the general feeling, 

As regards tho proposal of Sheikh Saleh, of the Kababi&h tribe, to establish 
lumself at Dougola? provided he is nominated Mudir, and to form a barrier against an 
advance upon Egypt from the South, I beg to inform you that 1 have inquired 
carefully into the subject* 

It should be borne in mind that the KnhahUh arc nomadic Arabs (with the 
exception of the El Kab section), and inhabit the desert to the south-west of Debbsh. 
It is a matter of very great doubt whether Sheikh Saleh has sufficient influence 
to induce a portion of his tribe to throw theuisch&s into a position whore not only 
would they bo subject to attack from the South, but also whore they would 1)0 
unwelcome to the Don goto vri, Gararcosbj Shagiyeh, and Berber inc population. Tho 
Mudiriato of Uongoln baa ceased to exist so Tar’as Egypt is concerned* 

If Sheikh Saleli is strong enough to establish himself at DougOln without any 
assistance from Egypt, there is nothing to prevent him doing so. . The Egyptian 
Government might reward him for any success he might obtain ; but i the Egyptian 
Government was to incur any responsibility, and Sheikh Saleh prove unable to carry 
out his Intentions, still further complications would arise.

honourable mention; and without their steady assJatanCB it would have _beon 
impossible for tho intentions of the Association for the Pnrllieranco of Christianity in 
Egypt to have been carried out as they have been* 

The “Report of Lhe three envoys of the Association made it clear that Use Coptic 
Church was the backbone of Christiiuiilv in Egypt, and lliat the spread of a higher 
morality among the Hahoihmedan population, as well as the progress of the country 
generally was largely hound up with the vitality of that religious community. It was at 
the same time apparent that there were deteriorating influences within, and hostile efforts 
without, which would probably in the course of time destroy the life of the Church, 
unless something could speedily he done to counteract them ; the envoysj however, did 
not suggest any distinct plan for the solution of the difficult problem whicli thus 

presented itself , . it ... 

It was under these Arcumstances that I was deputed by the Committee, with the 
sanction and licence of the Archbishop of Canterbury, to proceed to Egypt in the 
winter of lSSt-85, to take up the question at the point at which my imedecessorB had 
left it, and to report to the Association what practical steps should bo adopted to 
improve the condition of the Coptic Church, I was received very courteously by the 
Coptic ecclesiastics; and my first endeavour was to induce the Patriarch to take 
measures Irijnself to remedy the evils which arc undermining his Church. The chief 
of these lhe condition of the priests; most of whom arq,so ill-paid that they have to 
depend for subsistence to a great extent on the charity of their people; and so 
ignorant that they cannot preach or give any proper instruction to their nocks, and do 
not even understand the sense of the Coptic Liturgies m which they officiate. 1 
begged the Patriarch to establish n Training College for those who were to take Holy 
Orders, or to devise any other method fur the removal of these acknowledged evils; 
promising him snbuhintial assistance from England in carrying out ins plans, if 
he would do so, But it waa all In vain. After several friendly hut fruithtea 
interviews, it became obvious that it, was uscions to wait tor the Coptic ecclesiastics to 
take any sort of initiative In the matter, and that all we could look for was that they 
would regard any attempts we might make to introduce a better state of tilings with 
not unfriendly observation. It only remabiad, then, to consider what steps we could 
ourselves take in the hope of ultimately raising up a better qualified priesthood. And 
as i found that men were selected for the ministry in a haphazard sort of way, 
without may special previous training, it became obvious that any Improvement ivo 
euiild effect* iu-the general rmd mural tramiiig of the younger Copts would probably 
mnko i tec If felt offer a time in the ranks of the clergy, both because some of those who 
had been under our influence might ultimately he selected for Holy Orders, and because 
i hose who remained laymen would feel more anil more the necessity o[ making eflftria 
in id sflcriiSces in order to obteiu a more enlightened and efficient nuuislry,^ 

Those considerations iod me to examine the prcrvbdon already existing for the 
education of the younger Copts; and I soon discovered that, while they could, of 
course,, receive no religious instruction in tho State schorls, and, indeed, could hardly 
hope te moot with impartial treatment there in other respects, the education given in 
the Coptic schools under I lm superintendence of t the Patriarch was generally 
unsatisfactory, and was especially dpdent in that religions and moral teaching which 
might have iScen expected to have been its strongest point. Going on to the remaining 
eduoationti) juatitulions ojien to the Copts, viz., !Mi&s Wkately s school, the 1 ranch 
Human Catholic schools of the Jesuits, and of tho Clii'isiinn_Brothers^and the PrwW. 
teriflii schools of tlio American '■lEssiou,! found that religious tmming was carefully 
carried out in them aUj but that, nUlwugh they dlfired widely in ntlior wweeto, tiny 
agreed in offering no prospect of alleviation te the special difficulties ot the Coptic 
Church. In the two latter the teaching given was distinctly hostile to that Church; 
while in the former it would hardly make any one who imbibed it willing to teko Holy 
Orders, or likely to he accepted fur them, in any Church which regarded | he Christian 
ministry as being of divine appointment. Thera came out in tlio course of this inquiry 
,Uv further foot that the French schools* and probably in a te degree the Amort**, 
created u decidedly anti-English sentiment in the minds of their scholars; so that 
Coptic pa rente found, to their annoyance, that their children had become at cnee

My Lord, Oairo, April 29, 18&& 

WITH reference to my despatch No. 130 of the 2Ctb instant, I have the honour 
to inclose extracts from the- " Phare d'Akswulrie ” and the " Bosphorc Egypticn 33 on 
the subject of your Lordship f s despatch No* S9 of the 1-tth, contaiaiu^ toe answer of 
Her Majesty's Government to the proposals of Ins Excellency G iin-zi Moukhtar 
Pasha. 

\ think it right here to call the attention of youi* Lordship to the course of the 
conferences with lfi« Highnees the Khedive and ivit-h the Turkish High Cominksioiter 
on tins point. 

On the 9th January, as reported in my despatch No, 10, at the first conference 
at Abdln* I distinctly pointed out, both to Ilk Highness tbo Klicdivo and to Ghaai 
Mouklitar Pasha, that, while I was willing, and* in fact, considered myself authorized, 
|,o (ransmit toller Majesty's Government any proposal or suggestion made by those 
two high authorities, qm-special function* as laid down in Article II of the Convention, 
was Lo discuss the il best ineims for tranquillizing the Soudan by pacific measures” 
(moyens ks plus prepress ^ :ipRiser k Soudan par des voics pacifiquos). Whatever 
discussion subsequently took place* whatever plans or proposals were fonvarekd to 
ITor Majesty's Govcreiinenb conic within the reserves I then submitted. Although it 
won clearly necessary that every observation, oonaideratioa, suggestion, or policy 
should be reported in the greatest detail to Her Majesty's Government* they were 
under no obligations, unless convinced of the necessity by eircmnshmccs of which 
they alone could judge* to consider any scheme for the p&oiiication of the Soudan 
ouUide the pacific measures prescribed by the Convention. 

Since that time 1 have thought it incuinl>Cnt on me to transniit* both (o your 
Lordship's prodeceSBor and to yourself* every proposal, or even hint, Irom whatever 
quarter it emanated, which might tend to a settlement of the difficulties Her Majesty's 
Govomment have to contend with in Egypt. These are both military and political, 
and have to be dealt with dispassionately and fearlessly. _ 

l may* therefore, without presumption, lay before your Lordship the opinion I 
have formed ns to the result of the deeiriem of Ilor Majesty's Government on the 
proposals of Meuklitar Pasha, ■ 

In my despatch, Sepomtc* o] ibe 3rd September* 1880 (""Egypt No. 1, lbbb, p, 10), 
I inclosed a Memorandum of the conversation I had tho honour of holding with ins 
Impt fiiil Majesty the Sultan, which had l>eeii settled with their Excellencies the Into 
Asalm Paahn, Munir Pasha, and myself. In that di^uission ! observed that my 
mission in Egypt was not to occupy myself with past events* but, ia view of tlnj 
present situation* to seek to secure the future." It was, therefore, clearly understood 
that future negotiaticuiB were to be 3)ased on the and that there shouM be no 

discussion on tlio past, The position practically occupied by Her Majesty s Govern- 
meat was fullv^ recognised bv tho stipulation for the appointment on equal terms td n 
British and a TurkiSi Commissioner. Moreover* it was we Ottoman Government itself 
which kid down that- any steps taken in conjunction ^ tho tmnquuliiation at tho 
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Soudan were to be of a pacific character, the rough dxnfE. Convention, to be found on 
p. Si of ^ Egypt No. 1 (1B80),' 1 having been drawn up by the Ottoman Rerdpotoiitmrtes. 
On the other band, wo recognized the spiritual and temporal rights of the Sultan, and 
oa tills mutual underatonding the Convention was signed. These was to be no 
question of the past. The jtoJu# quo was recognized, and the position of Ifor Majesty’s 
Government, as being in military occupation of Egypt, was acknowledged as the 
equivalent of the historical rights of the Sultan Moreover, the Porte further 
eatablinhed this position by consenting that the reorganization of the army should he 
confided on equal terras to the two High Conxmissio tiers* a duty which found its plow 
m the Convention ns second to the pacification of the Soudan. It is reasonable* 
therefore, to assume, and it is corroborated by evidence of every kind, that the hands 
of Her Majesty's Government in the reorganisation of the array are as free and as 
influential as those of the Sultan and his Eepreaentative. The two questions of the 
pacification of the Soudan and of the army were in nowise conjoined or mixed up. 
The first was to be achieved by pacific menus; the second was to he prepared in 
anticipation of a state of things subsequent to the pacification. 

The proposal of Moukhtar Pasha was an interpolation. It practically was one For 
an alliance between England and Egypt for the reoonquesl of the Soudan. The condi¬ 
tion of this alliance was that England should occupy Egypt proper and defend her 
against attack, while Egypt should dispatch her whole military force, lor the purposes 
of an invasion, In fact, there could he no doubt of his Excellency's wishes, as in the 
list of subjects ho gave me for discussion, which was indosed in my despatch No, 113 
of the 9th instant, the first is laid down as follows 

'‘Exnmen des mcsure& h prendre pour rdtftblir la domination Egypticnue au 
Soudan." 

However modi we may rely on the military foresight and knowledge of Mouth tar 
Pasha, it cannot be denied that his proposals for the reoceupation of Boiigpla ontaild 
great risks. In the first place, what guarantee could be found that tho army he 
projected would have sufficed for the purpose? Before tho troubles in the Soudan,tho 
garrisons, I am told, consisted of 16,000 men in a time of profound peace and when 
order was fully prevalent. The army of llieks Pasha consisted, I believe, of 10,000 
men. It would, therefore, apparently take the whole efforts of the army projected by 
Mouklitar Pasha to obtain the wuhed-far ascendency in the Soudan, while at tho name 
time the British army would remain in Egypt responsible for operations, successful or 
disastrous, in the control of which it would take no part. But if after the effort to 
produce this new force it should meet with any real disaster* the consequences would 
probably bo far more serious than any we have as yet witnessed. The idea of many 
leading Egyptians is that tho possession of Hongolfl, would not 1» & sufficient guarantee 
for future order in the Soudan, and Mi case of early .successes, the leaders of the new 
army might probably he induced to tallow them, up under the patronage and backed 
by the prestige of Her Majesty's forces still stationed in Egypt, f can conceive no 
position mote complicated or more dangerous. It would have saddled us with n 
responsibility which wc could neither modify, define, nor terminate. The object which 
Her Majesty's Government have In view b not the subjugation, but the pacification of 
the Soudan. This is to be effected not by LnYfitfion or aggressive warfare, but by 
peaceful negotiation, which can only be successful by the exorcise of tact and patience, 
Lutor, when the Soudanese shall have returned to their usual avocations under some 
tarn of Government, it may be possible to reduce the army to smaller dimensions, 
keeping up an efficient Force to defend tlio frontier, and trusting principally to the 
police for the maintenance of internal order. In tliis direction I hope that the 
Khedive and Moukhtar Pashu will now direct tii&Lr inquiries. ! had tho honour this 
morning of an interview with the former. His Highness informed me that Moukhtar 
Pasha had recovered from the disappointment he tad at first felt at the rejection of his 
scheme, but that without orders from his Government he would not prepare a new one, 
but turn his attention to other matters, I reminded His Highness that at our first 
meeting I hud explained my views as to Lhc hearing of Article II of the Convention, 
and had stated my opinion Hint lhe ‘pacific means" there provided for were intended 
to bo kept quite distinct from military organization. His Highness replied that 
Moukhtai Pasha had not contemplated any roconqueal of the Soudan, but had 
considered that the presence -if an army in force would tend tn strengthen negotiation* 
for peace. His Highneas went on te say that he tad admired the phrasy in the 
Convention of " pacifying " the SoudflUj which ho had long thought the only method 
possible of arriving id a settlement oE the frontier question. He felt that farther 
expeditious were impossible, and that we could only hope to arrive at the desired result 
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by pacific negotiations. He informed me that AM Biza Pasha had accepted tho 
mission, and 1 li ah no further time would be dost in. this respect. 

There is one further point in your l^nHl'd.p'a despatch to which I will venture to 
allude* viz,, the retention of British officers in the Egyptian army and the numbers and 
pay of tho army itself, 

I have on more than one occasion called alteration to the great progress made by 
the Egyptian array during the last taw years while practically under the command of 
British officers and generally under British discipline. It has also been my duty to 
report the increasing popularity of the service among the fellaheen, owing, as I 
believe, to'the improved condition of the soldier as to pay, rations, raid clothing, and 
still more to the justice with which discipline is conducted, The soldiers perform tln i i 
duty efficiently and willingly, and the lamentations which used to accompany their 
departure from their homes or on active service have to a great extent ceased. I can 
conceive nothing more unfortunate than a sudden and uncalled-for change in a system 
which is answering well at the moment when it is reaching n still higher standard of 
efficiency, A* your Lordship has observed in your despatch, the Egyptians, as long ns 
■ the British occupation continues, will have to fight side by side with British troops.. 
But whenever the terra for that occupation approaches, or the occupation ceases, the 
necessity will he still greater for maintaining the present standard of the Egyptian 
array* with tho British officers as they now are, and with a scuta of remuneration and 
comfort which will make the position of a soldier's life not unenviable, so that oven in 
reduced mmib&rH its efficiency may give due protection to tho country. 

Nothing could rolled more discredit to England than her consenting to stick a 
transformation of the Egyptian army that on her leaving tho country it should consist 
of inefficient officers and discontented troops. Hence to a great extent arose the insur¬ 
rection in the Soudan, 

It itt tar from my desire to make any depreciating remarks on the Turkish army, 
Mouihtnr Pasha is himself a living instance of the skill and lugli character winch 
mark many of her foremost sold tors* and I Lave myself witnessed many instances of 
the endurance and sdE-devotion of the Turkish troops. But Turkey herself recognizes 
her deficiency in the resources of military organization by the constant employment of 
foreigners in the higher ranks of her army. Even with these foreign additions we 
never hear of reviews or manoeuvres, on a large scale, and the habitual practice of the 
troops iu Turkey is limited to exercises in battalions or in smaller sub-dtvisions. Did 
she possess men capable of dicharging the duties required in Egypt, she is dearly not 
in u position at present to spare many on whom she must roly for her own defence; 
and having taken no part in alleviating the crisis Lluoiigb which Egypt ba* passed, 
slic Iiay lmreelr limited in the Convention the. nature of her future, assistance to pacific 
measures. England having made great sacrifices both in blood and treasure* has 
acquired the right to establish snob a state of things Wore her departure as will in all 
human probability prevent the recurrence of recent disorders and the intervention of 
foreign Loops. 

In this now state of things* England is entitled to seek for grounds and guarantees 
for confidence. How can this confidence be engendered, or these guarantees bo 
created, except in the character of the officers who will command the new force ? 

It is admitted on all bunds that no military functions can safely bo confided, with 
some taw exceptions, to an Egyptian above the rank of Captain. Turkey is not only 
unable, hut, I believe, unwilling, to provide officers for the higher duties, and under 
the Convention the choice is practically* if indirectly* limited to England and Turkey, 
Fro in every point of view, therefore, li is plain that tho officers of the Egyptian army 
mustr^at. least for the present—be taken, for the higher ranks, from the English 
army* while the company officers can safely be selected from natives, 

‘ 1 trust that the answer given by your Lordship will sot this question at rest. It 
cannot be the object or desire of any Power to disturb an arrangement on which 
reposes the tranquillity of Egypt, From what I loam indirectly, Moukliter Pasha tins 
no intention of pursuing the discussion, and 1 trust I atn not indulging in too 
optimistic n view by assuming that your Lordship** despatch will practically prove 
the settlement looked for in Article III of the Convention,

Til IB morning a mooting was held, at Abilin, of Ois Highness the Khedive, 
Glmzi Moukhtmr rniha, and myself, Moukhtar Pasha l>egan the eonveraatiou by 
asking me whether your Lordship's despatch No. 59 of the 14th ultimo, the contents 
of which T hnd communicated to lib, was intended as a rejeotiem of his proposals cxr 
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kb a oritidfim, and whether all discussion on tlie subject of army reorganization nu* at 

au end ? * . i ■ i 

I replied that your Lordship had merely indicated the particular pomta on wiueu 
Her MajestyGoTcniment could not agree with his Excellency. It could not be said 
that the expression of dissent to certain particukl’S in a proposal could ha oonaidcred 
as the termination o£ a public discussion, The |>Xpp03Ul had been made as the 
for deliberation and argument* and \ did not think it a reasonable ground of com plan A 
that the proposal so made by one party was not at once accepted as n whole Jy the 
other. On the contrary, your Lordfiliip, after stating your oljjebtions, had invitei Ins 
Excellency to remodel hie scheme, at the aame time taking Into oous.jdcratmn the 
obiectiouti urged to certain port ion h of it. 

His Excellency then said that he would prefer not to bring forward nimsclT any 
further proposals, and requested me to telegraph and ask your Lortlship whether Her 
Majesty's Governmont would bring forward a counter-project. This i promised to do 

I then Went oa to remark t6 His Highness the KheiHvc and to the Turkish High 
Oommksirmev that on the fir^t occfiaion when Ida Excellency had inenthmcd Ids scheme 
I had specially pointed out that I did not consider it. came within the terms nf the 
Convention. By those tferme we were limited to the discussion, of pacific means for 
tranquillizing the Soudan. The project of his Excellency contemplated mean* which 
wene not pacific, nnd included an invasion of ftiat territory. At the present moment 
we wore not exposed to any aggressive act on the part of the Soudanese. ^ The ground 
was open for pacific negotiations. Her Majesty 's Government had, in 1B83, announced 
their opinion that the southern frontier of Egypt should be at Wady Haifa, and they 
were not prepared to undertake for tlicmsolves, or to encourage Egypt in undertaking, 
an regressive movement. I bad, at the samfc time,, uswl language- in this aon^ ; ^ud, 
though 1 had fonvurdodlus Excellency's scheme., 1 had not concealed my opimon that it 
did not come ’within the circle of our functions. As to a ecuratcr-prqjbct,, I coruanved 
that the time bad hardly arrived for it. Until wc know the future disposition of the 
Soudanese it would be impossible to calculate the amount of force required, nor the 
duties it would be called upon, to perform. If an arrangement could be made by which 
there was ft fair prospect, of tranquillity on the frontier, the strength of the Egyptian 
army need not- be so great as would be necessary if Egypt were likely to be exposal to 
invasion. The first object to he aimed at. was, os the Convention find down, me pflci- 
ticutbn of the Soudan. The nature and amount of future military provision depended 
entirely on this consideration, and any project now prepared would W premature and

wh&t would bo the couree pursued hy England in the cmo of a revolted province ? 
Would she abandon it or reduce it to subjection ? I answered that I understood the 
word IJ pacification ” to mean such a state of things in the Soudan as would in nil 
probability secure the Egyptian frontier against invmdim or molestation* This might 
he effected either by the voluntary sub minion of the tribes to Egypt, or by the 
creation of a friendly Government on the frontier; hot m to t]ie meaning of the word 
" pacOkat.iou,” it was for the Turkish Government alone to define whether or not they 
uie^nt. abandonment. If they did not wish to abandon the Soudan they must propose 
the means of preventing it* The last words l lied heard from the Porto on the 
subject were a refusal to intervene except by rf pacific means.I had asked the 
Ottoman Plenipotentiaries whether Turkey was prepared to send troops to the Soudan, 
and was met with a negative. With respect to the question put to me iis to the 
course likely to be adopted by England in a similar case, I should say that if a British 
province revolted,-England would try and reduce it to order; but if her hands w&re 
encumbered by foreign complications she would he obliged to adopt the course I liad 
suggested:in the present instance, that of patience, till a favourable opportunity should 

S resent itself. Such was the case with Turkey. At the time t had suggested the 
ispateh of Turkish troops, the peace was undisturbed, and my suggestion was 
rejected. Since then very grave events had followed, mid I had not 'heard that 
Turkey wils inclined to change the decision her negotiators had announced to me in 
August last. 

The Gltftri then inquired what I considered were the pacific measures that should 
be taken. In answer, I observed that the first one was that already agreed to, viz*, the 
dispatch of the Delegate to Wady Haifa. But in relation to further ones, I pointed 
out respectfully that I wag precluded from ah initiative. By the terms of the Conven¬ 
tion, and on the suggestion of the Porte, the Turkish High Commissioner and the 
Khedive, or his Delegate, wore to advise as to the pacific means to be adopted, keeping 
the British Opinmissitmer in forma]. My part was, therefore, merely consultative. It 
had been considered that as Mussulmans they could best come to an understanding 
with. Mussulmans. The hr at step in which I, on behalf of Her Majesty's Government, 
had concurred, was the resolution to dispatch n Lokgate to Wady Haifa, and T should 
h v ready al all times to confer with His Highness the Khedive and the Ottoman High 
Coinnii^ioner as to t Uo further steps to be taken. But I thought I had better abstain 
from putting forward suggestions of my own fill the Report of the Delegate had 
reached ns. 

Tim whole conversation, which lasted considerably more than an hour, was eon- 
dnoted in a very amicable manner, Jlis Highness the Kiediyc faking no part in it. 

Al t lie conclusion of the discussion. His Highness informed us that for various 
ci asons AH Eira Pasha was unable to accept the mission, and he proposed in his stead 
Ali Pasha Gluilib, the Under-Secretary of State for War, As this gentleman was 
Wrongly recommended by Nubnr Pasha, and as Purr Pasha, the Acting Sirdar, hud 
reported very fovoura% of his qualification*, l assented to the change, it was agreed 
1 hat. his functions should be limited to inquiry and report. 

Before separating, Mnukhtar Pasha again begged me to request your Lordship, 
by telegraph, to send me n counter-project, and this I did. A few hours later, 
however, I received a note from his Excellency, copy of which is imposed, withdrawing 
his request. I telegraphed accordingly,

WITil reference to my despatch No. 140 of the 1st instant, I have the honour of 
inclosing tluee papers L have received from Colonel Farr, who lias recently been 
promoted to the rank of Liva Pasha, and, in the absence of General Grenfell, ia acting 
as Sirdar, 

The first of these doaumeilta is what Ita Pasha describes m a " rough note*" 
making suggestions for the preservation of peace and cutler both on the frontier and 
in the interior. It is not accompanied by estimates, with which l have asked 


General Pari to furnish me. 

The second document is a private note to myself, inclosing a Memorandum 
showing the strength to which he considers the Egyptian uwny should be ratal under 
two con tin gender, assuming the Soudan to he pacified:— 

1, On iho withdrawal of a largo portion of the British forces still remaining. 

2, On q complete withdrawal of the British force. 

General Farr calculates the cost per man at 3 %L Under the Drat contingency he 
estimates the force necessary al 14,000, the annual cost of ivliioh w ould be 148,000/. 
Under the second, the number of men would he 15*800, and tins cost 605*000/. 

General Farr inform* me that by an arrangement for the gendarmerie, eudt as he 
proposes in tins find Memorandum, these numbers might bo reduced, But under all 
circumstances the estimate made by him of the force necessary is considerably in 
excess of the highest of those alluded to in your Lordship's despatch No, 69 of the 

14th ultimo* , , „ _ 

I beg leave to call your Lordship's attention to the second paragraph of General 
Farr's private note in which he sim that even at present two more battalions are 
required for the Egyptian army. I do not see how the money necessary for this 
additional force con he found unless Hoi Majesty^ Government are prepared to make 
a further sacrifice out of the? sum anwited lor the cost of occupation. 

As General Grenfell is now in England I would venture to suggest that these 
papers should he communicated to him for his observations.

There should bo Canal detachm&ntg at some of the infanfciy stations in Upper 
Egypt to supply a mobile force. 

The system of river military transport should be organized from the present 
material) so cw to admit of troops being moved when, required at short, notice, and 
without friction. 

A system of armed steamers for river police should also he fully developed, This, 
however, would be n police service. 

It. would ho necessary to build barrack h at the various stations,. 

Oite of the great causes of want of discipline amongst the gendarmerie h the 
hi thy state in which they have been forced so live. 

The. economy effected by the above changes would he considerable, but cannot he 
calculated without propel details ag to present cost of gendarmerie, 

It vvill be observed that no violent dislocation of the existing orgnuination is 
in quired, and place could be found for all the disserving native officers in the police or 
the army, and. some of the English officers could be provided for in the police. 

To decide upon carrying out the practical chauges rendered necessary by the 
substitution of the army for the gendarmerie, au officer of police and an officer 
nominated by the Sirdar of the Egyptian army should meet and discuss the general 
question, and the following points in detail;— 

1. Police requirements in each Murtirieh, 

2. Strength of various garrisons* and detachments Egyptian army. 

X Method of transfer In Egyptian army of (a) stores, (A) buildings, and (c) per¬ 
sonnel not required by the police. 

I - ; ^reposed method of taking over gradually gendarmerie duties, without dis¬ 
organizing the arrangements for public security, or creating uneasiness in the 
country, 

o. Questions relating to the pay and allowances sn the Soudaneso serving in the 
gendarmerie, and to the pay and allowances of any gendarmerie officer* proposed for 
transfer, 

0, Regulations for, and restrictions as to, the uea of the armv in aid of the Civil 
Power* 

Alter this much has been done, the next stop would be to arrange for the 
withdrawal of the gendarmerie gradually; province by province. 

It must he dearly understood that the army is nvuilalflo for no police duties, or 
for iiiiy of tho numerous missions and irregular employments no deatructivu to the 
discipline of troops. 

* la time «f peatr. 4 
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This being accepted, the Inspeoter-Geneml of Police should decide with tlic Mudir 
of the province what force of police is required to preserve order, and, therefore, how 
many of the gendarmerie it ie desired to retain as police, how many to set free os 
available for re‘. transfer to the army, and, thirdly, how many to discharge from the 
service altogether. 

It is most import-ant that there should he no undue haste in carrying out the 
changes under discussion* 

It must not bo forgotten that the army has suffered severely during the past year 
by being drawn upon by the gcuchirmerie, and by being very lately reduced in 
numbers, and still more lately by being suddenly increased, 

To send very young troops upon detachment 5s to try very severely their efficiency ; 
and a little caution and delay in carrying out the new organisation will not lie thrown 
away, although the plan for so doing should be decided upon and worked out to the 
smallest, detail.

If the Soudan h pacified and tho English force 
reduced, we shall want Egyptian battalions to take their place in Lower Egypt, Two 
more battalions would cost about 12,000?., or about 10,000/., if one was n black 
battalion.

I H A VE the honour to bring to your notice that in consequence of too increased 
duties now thrown upon the Egyptian army owing to its Lain rig to provide the 
garrisons For Wady Haifa, Korosko, and Burikin, as well tta a portion of that of 
Assouan, and in order to maintain the proper efficiency of those garrisons by relieving 
them from time to time, a course which l consider indispensable for that purpose, and 
also to provide a depflt For the instruction of recruits, f consider the following addition 
to the present strength of I,lie Egyptian army to Iks necessary, 

Engintfirs ,—With the exception of the company of engineers specially authorised 
for Sunk in, there are no engineers whatever in the Egyptian army. Now that Wady 
Haifa ami Korosko arc provided with defensive works, it is essential that detachments 
of engineers should form portion of their garrison*, and as it is desirable that Assouan 
should also be provided with a detachment of native engineers, to he available at 
times when tho neat of the sun would prevent the Employment of the ttoml Engineer, 
I consider that one company with English officers should bo distributed amongst the 
frontier force, and that a third company should formadepdi at Ahhassiali for relief 
and instruction of recruits. 

In addition* therefore, to the company now authorized for Suakin, T recommend 
that two mors 1 should he raised at fince. 

Cavalry ,—Aa it is desirable that a squadron of native cavalry should ho Quartered 
at Assouan in addition to an English regiment, I would recommend that an additional 
squadron lie raised, making n total of one regimen I of four squadrons with an English 

officer* 

Infantry ,—The present strength of this am is twelve battalions, of which six. are 
new required for the frontier feme, and Lliree for Suukrn, leaving only three to famish 
reliefs for the frontier and Stuikin force*, a provision which it is necessary to moke for 
maintaining them in a proper state of efficiency ; also as a depot for training recruits 
and for furnishing the daily guards at Cairo, Alexandria, and Abbassiefi. 

I therefore recommend a further increase of one battalion of blacks and one of 
Egyptians to the present strength, making a total of fourteen luttalions, and that tho 
necessary provision may he made and iitat ructions given for raising this increased 
force at once.

^EEFER-EINQ to the various points raised with regard to the advanced jo&te 
tm tho southern frontier and the doffauce of Suakiu being token over by 
army, there are one or two matters of importance which will seriously affect the 

efficiency of tho force in the immediate future, t j JT , 

2. Tlu? Egyptian army was® raised in .Taniiary 1883. with an understanding tnat 
the condition!! of service were for a drat period of four years with the colours, and, it 
necessary, a second period of four years, making a total service of eight years. Alter 
completion o£ their |*st period of service, if _not required by the army, the men were 
to ho aval!able for transfer to tho gendarmerie or to the reserve. 

8. I am anxious to lay straws on the positive necessity of retaining the men now 
comprising the Egyptian army with the colours ter a second period of four years. 

4 It must, not be overlooked tlui.t in the Egyptian army there is not that 
proportion of old soldier and old noncommissioned office which proves so valuable 
an element of atondraesfl in the English army. All ranks are nearly ol the same 
service, and we tiro only now finding out how different morally and physically, the 
Egyptian soldiers of 18BG (properly fed, trained, and disciplmed) are from the 
immature recruits of 1883, or from the brokon-down peasants of the old army, 

5, An English battalion with Ihn non-commissioned officers and rank and tile oi 
less than three and a-halt years would hardly be selected for active service, and the 
same considerations ought therefore to bear weight when de term i ning the fitness for 

service of Egyptian troops. ,, .. 

fi. During the year 1885 heavy drafts of men were transferred to the gendarmerie, 
seriously reducing the efficiency of the array. In future, in case of more men being 
required for the gendarmerie (while the Recruiting Office of the Egyptian army kIlouIcs 
aivo every assistance to the Inspector-General of (.tendurinerio in obtaining men) no 
consideration should, 1 would submit, interfere with keeping the ranks of the tow 
Egyptian battalions, allowed for in the Budget, full of trained and mature soldiers. 

7. Ulterior arrangements will naturally have to bo made ter passing men gradually 
to tho reserve so as to avoid too large * proportion of men completing their service at 
the same time; but this is a consideration which for the moment should be laid made. 

S, There remains also to be considered the system of reliefs For the Frontier Field 

Fores ter the Suakin garrison, . 

There are now three battalions* on the frontier who should m due course be

0. Although the Egyptian doc* not suffer so much from dunatm causes as the

10. To eSleet the reliefs of the battalions on tho frontier and at Suakiu there will 
be, after the arrival of the 3rd Battalion from the frontier, four battalions,!

It must not* however* be forgotten that the four battalions hi Lower Egypt, far 
from being free to bo instructed without hindran ce, btivc to perform the heavy gUOW

WITH reference to my despatch No. 146 of tlie- 5th May, 1 have now the honour 
to mob™ a copy in TurkI l of the Firnuuj alluded to therein, the translation. of which 
ib given in the Foreign Office collection of Firmans (4747) as being extracted from the 
* Legislation Ottomaue," 1 Past H t jp, 1B6. 

This copy was given hio by His Highness the Kluedivo, in whose Palace these 
documents are kept. His Highness tells me that he has had all the Firmans examined, 
and in none of them has any further reference been found to the Soudan Provinces. 

In the Firmans given to Ibrahim Pasha, Abbas Pasha , and Said Faalia, which are 
all alike, allusion is made to Egypt and its dopendoneies. Hia Highness li&s promised 
to let me have a copy of one of those Firmans. 

I may here point out a further argument in support of the view' I have put 
forward, that Egypt ia not by the Firmans to bo held liable fur the Soudan. By the 
Firman of the 12th February, 1841 (p. 6 of the collection), it is laid down that 
41 in times of peace an army of 18,000 will suffice for tins interior service of the 
Province of Egypt/ f 

By the Firman of the 1st June, 1841 (p 12), the words are: tl Dix-Uuit mille 
homines devout aufiiro pour Tadmimatration locale de la Province d’lsJgypte; ce chiffre 
do Tdfcetif no sem ddpassd sous aucun prtStexte duethonqueT 

In both Firmans this number could be increased only when the Sublime Forte 
was at war* The Firman of the 27th May, 1806 (p. 22), permitted the increase of the 
army to the number of 80,600 mem 

By the Firman of the 8th Juno, 1878 (p. 32), all limits arc removed. In that, 
however, of the 2nd August, 1870 (pp. 34, 85), which confers the Government on 
Towflk Tosha, the number is again reduced to 18,000, with this exception

3,000 souls, and 'perhaps 10,000 or 15,000 camels; Salohk 
family alone 1JQ0 souls- A very important issue, in my opinion, is now presented - 
unless this Mission he sent, back with something more substantial than words, Saleh 
must join dervishes. Stoppage of trade lias thrown the merchants on side of fanatics, 
starved our own people, and made officials more corrupt.

As there is no central authority in the Soudan with whom a I rcaty of Peace could 
be concluded, the opportuneness of reopening the trade win only be appreciated by those 
on the spot who can balance the advantages mid disadvantages of emffi a course. ^ L the 
peacefully inclined are nut off from their usual pursuits, they will be forced to join the 
dervishes: whereas if trade be restored and peaceful avocations be resumed, there wi 
be every temptation for them to advocate the cessation oi bostilitiee Were the markets 
suggested in my telegram No. 123 to be opened a brisk trade would at once he 
established, as I understand that large stores of ostrich feathers, gums, and ivory have 
been accumulating and will he brought into the market. 

It cannot, of course, he anticipated that the restoration of trade will at once over- 
come all the hirmtieism that has been the predominant feature in the recent ware, nui 
effect of such a pacific measure can only be gradual, bat it will introduce into the 
Soudan the means of establishing a peace party, and 1 consider that with the approaching 
rise of the Nile the time ban arrived when the experiment should be tried.

But the first end most necessary step towards -Rich & settlement is the overthrow of 
the power of Osman Digna. 

ITow this is to be effected requires careful consideration; hut if the feeling against 
him increases, cm appears to be the case nt present, it is quite possible the tribes may 
settle the matter themselves, 

1 have impressed upon the Sheikhs, and upon those whom they have sent, that 
the Government is desirous of peace, nod ik prepared to reopen commerce when the 
war is over, 

1 have also explained this to the religious Sheikhs and notables of Suatdn, and some 
of these have of their own accord written to those whom they know among the tribes 
to inform them of it. 

It would appear that the blockade of the coast has had a very considerable effect* 
aud I would suggest that it should not he released at the present, just when it appears la 
be leading to a tangible result. 

As soon as the time arrives for opening up trade upon the coast t would strongly 
recommend that, a port with cuatom-hmisc should he established at Rowayab to the 
north, and another sit Altik to the south, of Sunkiti, The former would be conveniently 
tsituated for supplying the northern Acn&rar tribes, and the latter for the Reni-Amor, 
ft Is probable that a considerable revenue would be derived from both porta. 

As regards Buskin itself, the trade will never increase materially unless the road to 
Berber is reopened. 

News from the interior tends to show that {.his road is perfectly quiet for a con¬ 
siderable distance j news from Berber itself 1 have had but little, but am now taking 
measures In obtain nccurate intelligence. 

If the road does open there can be no doubt that there would be a great increase 
of trade, even now. when Suakin is supposed to be in a state of siege, persons frequently 
come with cattle and sheep. These are sold under Government supervision to the 
highest bidder, mid the money given to the person who brought them. He U not allowed 
10 remain in Sunk in. but is sent away by sea to Roway&h rtr Akik. ns he wishes; m 
market has thus opened itself, ami allows signs of increasing. 

A? regards the calt«fields at Rowaytah, L have had a careful inquiry made upon the 
spot as to the safety of reopening the works, and am satisfied that it is feasible to 
recommence ripcrations. The tribe* in the vicinity appear to be well disposed. As. the 
lime for the extraction of salt is passing, and it is too late this year to arrange for a 
regular con cess Eon., T propose to make a provisional arrangement with the lute Oonees- 
sip&nwires to work the suit for the remainder of the present year, by which the Govern¬ 
ment will receive a considerable profit, though, of course, not so much had the work 
been commenced earlier in the year, Although the working of the salt at ftownyah is 
not neiuLLlly connected with tin- question of reopening trade, yet the fact that, I hi; 
works are recommenced there would prove better than words the good intentions; of the 
Government; it wil] also cause circulation of money, and give employment to the 
natives,

I would miggefit that, witlh reference to our former telegram upon t his question, 
another one be now sent to the effect that, " under present eircomaiances, it 36 neceaaajffc 
upon military grounds, that the question of reopening trade with the Soudan snntdd 
remain in abeyance for the present/ 3

(Translation.) - J*W# 3, 

IT being my duty to inform His Highness the Khedive of all in formation I have 
been able to gather up to date which appears to be trustworthy, both north of Anknsh 
and south, of Wady Haifa, 1 b&vo the honour to report that the natives, whom I met 
during my journey to Haifa* and those whom 1 have seen from above Haifa since rny 
arrival here, are all rejoiced at the gracious favour and good-will of our Master in sending 
me on the mission on which I have been Sent* because of the public good that will result 
therefrom by the prevention of shedding of blood, and the stay of the ruin that is now 
devastating the Soudan* and by the opening of trade and industry aa they were formerly. 

As to the refugees from Dougola, space* will cot allow me to describe the joy 
occasioned to them by this Mission; all camestl f hope for peace at the earliest possible 
time ; iiiid limy are ready to return to their homes if they out only sec a email force of 
soldiers advancing along with which to fight if need he, without costing the Government 
anything to speak of, even as the prominent men among thorn have already represented 
to me. 

An Envoy has arrived from the inhabitants of the dukkot district; he describes the 
misery and evils that have befallen them* such os destruction and captivity; he reports 
the arrival [in SukkAt district] of some dervishes who took by force about 5,000 of the 
people of SukkAl district and about 1,000 of those of the Mahnss district, for the 
purport- of helping to destroy the railway. He aim reports that the people of the two 
said districts are ready lo join, [the Government] us soon as they sue any soldiers, around 
whom to roily, m they do not like to see the railroad destroyed. 

Also, three men have come from Karai&h [Aboti-Falmoh] where the dervishes arc- 
they tire of the dvm of Baata-Buzghks born at Berber, but of northern [Egyptian] ex- 
traction; they give information of the disruption and dieorgatiimtign of the rebels, and 
of the inclination of all! the people towards peace and towards the Egyptian Government, 
and of their disunion after the death of Mohammed Ahmad* 

The numbers of dervishes rallying around Mrimmniud-d-Khoir have dwindled down 
to be very few, and they are suffering from hunger and bad food; whoever can runs 
away. 

’ l have heard that the Sheikha intend sending a secret deputation to set forth their 
condition and misery, aud skew tlieir willingness [lo side with the Government], for they 
are afraid of the dervishes. 

Of course, this inform a lion and these details arc not sufficient to warrant my giving 
any explanation#, because I have not yet ascertained the views of the other inhabitants of 
Dongohi who are farther off, and who have not yet had time to hear of my arrival here. 

But in view of the above* l recommend the u poring of trade as it woa, Id order that 
! may ho able to demonstrate Lo the people of the Soudan the commoncement oi the 
carrying out of His I Ugliness* will and pleasure; of course* forbidding trade in all 
articles which could increase the force of lira rebels.

AFTER sending my telegram of yesterday's date four persons came in, one 
of them being 131-Nndeef Mohiinuand, arid the other Mohammad Sdeh .Tumhkh, both of 
whom had been sent to Saleh Bey, Bhoikb of tbc Kabbabi^b Amba; they brought his 
answer to wbtit bad been written him by the Ministry of the Interior;, with these two are 
two Arabs of the people of SfvHm-el-Eess&wi, They had been fourteen days on the way. 
The information we have obtained from them is to the effect that the people of the 
Dongoltt Moudhiah incline towards the establishment of security in the Soudan^ and 
towards the return of affairs to what they were formerly, and they incline towards the 
Khcdivial Government. As for Saleh, he contfamUy fights the dervishea with his men 
and horses; they are more Or less afraid of him- The other Notables of tile Moudinnl] 
iiro longing for the presence of a military force, because of the weakness of the force 
under MoJuinuned-el-Khoir.

One, 1 wits told, had boon dispatched by 
General (iivnfell to Mohamed-ehKlieir in Novcinhor last, to wJnuh an answer hud 
been i-eceivcd, and advances on the part of tho Egyptian Governuwnt mighl htne Urn 
urjunartUUMi of wijuknoas, which would bo prtjkjd5tJial i" tlm onw «d i^lt. 

' His Bxcoikucj Monkhtor Vmhd then ^uggcstetl that instead of Kttera soidp 
messenger in the confidence of Yussuf Ihiflha might he dlspfttchod h) the msargant 
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Cliicfs. To this I wiw also obliged to object. On a former occasion messengers bad been 
sent to Berber who bad been tortured and executed, and I should not wish to a bare the 
responsibility of n fate like tliia befalling ettissariea in whose employment I bad 
concurred. 

Monk liter Paaha observed that a messenger sent by His Higliness the Khedive and 
himself would proceed under different otroumstoacei* and bis roprc^ntatioiLS might 
wm units id more attention. I ventured to remark that this was a matte-!. 1 of appreciation, 
and that it would be best considered on the spot. Were any misfortune to bulbil a 
messenger travelling in the nemo of the Khedive and Lbo Sultan's High Conimisdoncr, 
a heavy blow would bo dealt, to their influence. I therefore suggested that Yuesuf 
PiudiA should bo called upon to report on the propriety of sending messengers 
after consultation with General Butter; but that no such step should be taken without 
further cansuHatton with ourselves. 

The conversation then turned on the opening of trade with tbo Soudan, on winch 
l asked for an adjournment till tbo next evening, in order that I might consult 
Sir Evelyn Baring and Sir Frederick Stephenson on the matter. 

Meanwhile, General Watson had telegraphed from Suakin that he had opened 
a small market at Sbcikli Enrgbout for the Ixonofit, of the Amaru ra* and apparently as 
a reward for their conduct. 

On Tuesday morning I mot Sir Evelyn Haring and Sir Frederick Stephenson, and 
settled with them a form of telegram that should be forwarded by the Khedive to Hia 
Highness" Delegate. At the moot big in tho evening 1 suggested the draft in question, 
copy of which la Inclosed, and it was adopted in substance, tho Khedive undertaking 
to forward it. Both His Highness and Moukhtar Pasha pressed upon me very strongly 
their opinion of the expediency of opening out trade as a pacifying influences. I told 
them that your Lordship was most desirous of doing so* hut that the wishes of Hex’ 
MtijosiyN Government mtist T to a certain exteat, bend themselves to circumstances, 
There were report* of the advance of dervlghus and others to destroy the railway, and 
If supplies could easily be obtained tins would naturally facilitate their progress, 

The Knhliabisih and the Auinmrs, who had behaved well, were to be allowed to 
provide themselves with supplies at Wady Haifa and Sheikh Barghout respectively, 
jmd as soon aa the military situation sofcmcd to warrant it those facilities could be 
extended. 

Colonel Messedugliu, in a Report which will bo sent to tho YFVir Office, opposes 
the opening of trade, alleging as hia reason tho inconvenience caused to tho Souaanusc 
by tho blockade. Reports anti opinions on this point are very divergent and contra¬ 
dictory, and must be dealt until as they arise. I have, tberoior&t been very glad to 
receive your Lordship's telegram No. 72 of the 9th instant, which gives a certain 
latitude to the authorities in Egypt to act in this matter, a discretion which will not 
be abused, inasmuch as no atop is taken in matters so important except after full 
discussion and dettberntbn. 

On TVcdnc$day evening, as I was calling oh Moukhtar Pasha, 1 informed him 
generally of your Lordships views, Ills Excellency expressed himself pleased, and 
remarked that the opening out of trade could only take place gradually, and an 
circumstances made it possible.

Greeting: Haifa, June 4, 1866- 

I RECEIVED your fcttere with muoh satisfaction, and having tmmmittcid their 
contents to the seat ol G overruns at in Cairo, 1 have been charged by the authorities at 
that phnoe to convey to you the es preplan of their most hivonmble nentimonts. 
t avail myself of this early opportunity to do so, 

Your loyalty to tho Government of Egypt, which is proved by your continued 
apparition to the foreign intrude hi who pretend to 1 he conquest and enslavement of the 
Arab races of the Upper Nile, has induced the Government, lo seitd you ike present of 
ftbOf- which I have given in your messengers. In sending you this present I bo 
Govern me at desires to give you a proof not only of its goodwill am! friendship, but 
also of its power to servo you, la your hitter you speuk of a wish on your part to 
move from the country at present occupied by your tribe tn sqiho place further north, 
whore you would tie closer to the Government. It would please the Government to 
have closer relations with you, but this result could not be dl'eeted by a movement of 
the Kahbnbhih tribe from. Ihuk* present location. The bad to the north is all desert, 
incapable of sustaining camels in Large umnbera, and the lands along the river are 
already fully occupied; but there is no necessity why separation should eiisfc between 
the Kabbabbh anu the present frontier ol Egy pt, it is an cary journey from Wmly-eE 
Kab to Wady Haifa ; tend, then, a monthiy caravan to tho latter place* anti the Govern¬ 
ment Agents will see that you one allowed to provide yourself with tho articles of food and 
clothing which yon it ay require. But you must not send to Balia any slaves; Traffic 
in Slaves haa beam abolished by the law of Egypt, and should any slaves Ik* found 
within the frontier they must be mi at liberty, The abves you have recently sent here 
under Sheikh Suleiman Sola have all been act free. By continuing to opjtose the 
dervishes you will still further gab tho good-will of the Government, Tho calamities 
which have for acute time poet afflicted the Soudan must disappear* right will again 
triumph, mui then will come the hour when those who have followed the true emme 
will (Inti thdr reward- Moping that the all-wise and albniensiful God may have you 
under Ilis proteetion-

(Telegraphic.) Jteur 17, 1836. 

TOE Information that I have received during the teat few days, after forwarding 
my Report, is derived from two informants (or spies) who left liaf&er (20 miles north 
of Lrmgola) ten days ego. and is to the following effect. 

That most of the dervishes have boon detailed to oppose the raids of Saleh Bey 
upon them; it is oven rumoured that the Emir Alkl-ul-M&djid wae kitled in one of 
the lights, The inhabitants of the said nub-district of lloiber long for a return to 
their former state of quiet and security under the authority uf the Govcmiucut. It 
is certain that 500 dervishes started to commence destroying the railway four days ago, 
forcing Hie people of the two sub-district* of Mah&ss mirf Sukk&t to help in the work 
of destruction. They will probably soon reach Sarnia?. 

The aforesaid inhabitants of MuIulsk and Sukkflt arc awaiting help from the 
Government to deliver them from their present position. I report tliis for your 
information.
